HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


Helena, Montana, Monday, January 4, 1915. 

Pursuant to law, at the hour of 12:00 Noon, the House of Representatives 
of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana was called to 
order by Honorable A. M. Alderson, Secretary of State of the State of Montana. 

At the request of the Secretary of State, Rev. I. N. Smith offered an invocation. 

The Secretary of State appointed W. J. Walsh of Silver Bow County, tem- 
porary Chief Clerk; M. J. O’Leary of Lewis and Clark County, temporary Assis- 
tant Chief Clerk ; Thomas Fox of Silver Bow County, temporary Journal] Clerk. 

The roll was called and all members were found to be present, all of whom 
thereupon presented their certificates of election. 

Secretary of State Alderson introduced Associate Justice Sidney Sanner, who 
administered the folowing Oath of Office to the members present: 

“T do solemnly swear that I will support, protect, and defend the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and the Constitution of the State of Montana, and that 
I will discharge the duties of my office with fidelity; and that I have not paid or 
contributed or promised to pay or contribute, either directly or indirectly, any 
money or other valuable things to procure my nomination or election, except for 
necessary and ‘proper expenses expressly authorized by law; that I have not 
knowingly violated any election law of this State; or procured it to be done by 
others in my behalf; that I will not knowingly receive, directly or indirectly, any 
money or other valuable things for the performance or non-performance of any 
act or duty pertaining to my office other than the compensation allowed by law— 
SO HELP ME GOD.”

House resumed at 11:55 a. m. 

Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 


JOINT SESSION. 


At 11:55 a. m. the Honorable Senate appeared at the Bar of the House 
and was duly introduced and received. The Joint Assembly was presided over 
by Honorable W. W. McDowell, President of the Senate. The Secretary of the 
Senate called the roll of the Senate and the Chief Clerk of the House called the 
roll of the House and announced that a quorum was present. 

The Chair appointed Representatives Higgins and Franklin and Senator 
Darroch as a Committee to notify His Excellency, Governor 8. V. Stewart, that 
the Joint Assembly was in session. 

Governor Stewart appeared at the Bar of the House, was escorted to the 
platform, introduced to the Assembly. whereupon he proceeded to deliver the 
following message to the Joint Assembly: 

“Gentlemen of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly: 

Legal requirement and personal pleasure here merge in an effort to discuss 
with you some of the® more important problems which duty presents for official 
solution. It is a distinct pleasure to extend to you a hearty welcome to the 
capital, the seat of your principal activity for the next sixty days. It is a mani- 
fest duty to endeavor to impress upon you the importance of action along the lines 
of legislative requirements as I view them. 

This meeting of the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana is here 
convened in regular session. We meet today in accordance with a mandate of 
the Constitution. This is one of the fixed times denominated by the framers of 
the Constitution for the meeting of the representatives of the people to take stock. 
It is safe to say that no great emergency confronts the State or its people, other- 
wise a special session would have been called. It is for us here to look over the 
record of the past with judicial inquisitiveness, to view the present with calm 
appraisal, to peer into the future with intelligent comprehension, and withal 
to so act as to abundantly justify the confidence of the founders of the common- 
wealth, bring to our citizens of today as great a measure of prosperity and 
happiness as may be possible, and insure to the people of tomorrow the transmis- 
sion of a government well suited to the needs of an industrious and intelligent 
population of ever increasing proportions. 

We meet in peace, amid peaceful surroundings. Our prime object, our only 
desire, is to solve the civic problems of the hour. Elsewhere throughout the 
civilized world legislative assemblies are convened for the consideration of war 
budgets, called upon to devise ways and means for raising money and mustering 
men to be used as pawns in the grim game of war, all to be sacrificed on the altar 
of violence, to perish in the furtherance of the ambitions of kings and princes. 
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It might not be untimely or unwise, therefore, to pause a moment as we are 
- about to begin the serious duties of the session, and contemplate the unprece- 
dented devastation, the unbelievable destruction of property and the unparalleled 
loss of life that daily obtains in countries heretofore classed as more highly 
civilized than our own. In this contemplation there is food for thought and 
abundant subject matter to adorn any tale and point a moral most impressive; 
but above all there is for us in such contemplation much ground for congratula- 
tion, much reason for felicitation, and great substance for pardonable pride in the 
apparent ‘strength and enduring qualities of our western hemisphere Anglo-Saxon 
civilization. Our commonwealth—great in area, in potential wealth, in future 
possibilities of development, in the sterling character and fiber of its citizenship— 
is but one of the integral parts of a greater commonwealth, the United States 
of America, the only world-power nation now at peace with all the world and 
enjoying the friendship of the people of every clime and every country. 

You have come from the people. You represent the people for the time and 
are the State. Your utterances here will be like unto the voice of the common- 
wealth. Citizens, society and government must be ruled by your decrees until 
the people, the source of all power, choose others to speak for them, to represent 
them. You will make mistakes; we all do that, and we will continue so to do 
to the end of our lives. All that can be required of us is that we do the best 
we can with the knowledge and ability we possess. 

That you have unbounded faith in the country in-which you live, in the 
State that gives you shelter, and in our form of government, and institutions, 
goes without saying; but this is no more evident than that you enjoy the confi- 
dence of the people whose mandate to speak for them is evidenced by the certifi- 
eate of election carried by you to this Assembly. Every man of you hopes to 
return to his people in the enjoyment of a greater measure of their confidence 
by reason of his service for them, This is only possible after great effort, studious 
attention to business and the exercise of calm judgment. Knowing the men of 
this Legislature, I am convinced that much good will result from your deliberations. 

Montana is experiencing a period of great growth. People are coming to 
us from many states and foreign lands. They come primarily to seek homes and 
enjoy prosperity for themselves, but they remain, perhaps unconsciously yet never- 
theless surely, to participate in the affairs of State. They cannot be with us 
without being of us. If they constitute part of our citizenship, create part of the 
wealth, pay part of our taxes, they must and should participate in our govern- 
ment. We welcome them to our broad fertile plains and valleys, to the health- 
giving, invigorating climate of our mountain home. We extend to them the priv-’ 
ilege of making tangible and real the riches and treasures of our vast mineral re- 
sources and agricultural possibilities. We invite them to convert these resources 
and possibilities into real money, into visible values for their own material satis- 
faction and the enrichment of the State. They have a right to a voice in the 
making of the conditions which shall govern these activities, and we should and 
cao welcome them to a participation in the serious legislative affairs of the State. 

With the growth and development of the State and the enlargement of the 
population new schemes are advanced, some of them based on actual needs and 
others upon fanciful theories. It is for you to say what proposals are substan- 
tial and necessary and what are impractical. Recent years have witnessed tre- 
mendous changes. There has been a shifting of the centers of population, there 
has been growth, development and expansion. .Only a short time ago this was 
pre-eminently a mining State. Today, by common consent of all, Montana is 
denominated a great agricultural domain. All of this has occurred without the 
dwarfing of and without injury to any other industry in the State, and without 
a backward step in any material matter. 


The State is no longer one of the infants in the sisterhood of states. It re- 
cently celebrated its twenty-fifth anniversary as a State and its fiftieth as a 
Territory. The State is discarding the playthings of immaturity and is proudly 
wearing the habiliments of youth. It will soon enter into the substance of ma- 
turity. Already there is evidence of a calmer, quieter yet none the less hopeful 
view of affairs. While it is a privilege to contribute to the material growth and 
prosperity of the State, it is an honor of high degree to have official part in 
shaping the laws and conditions which must either make for a continuation of 
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the rapid growth and substantial development now so evident, or otherwise tend 
- to hinder, hamper and delay the realization of the day when Montana must inev- 
itably come into her own in wealth and population commensurate with her re- 
sources and area. 

; At the risk of being called “old fashioned’ I am going to suggest that the 
strong, vigorous, youthful State needs healthful exercise rather than Legislative 
medicine; needs to be let alone rather than be pampered and doctored; needs en- 
couragement to exercise each limb of its material wealth. If given an opportunity 
the State will develop, grow and attain unusual proportions in all of those things 
which make a State truly great. Our resources must be developed; our riches 
must be taken from the mine, from the soil, from the water, extracted from the 
sunshine and the raindrop, before they can be comprehended as useful, substantial 
things. In all of this nature must inevitably play a large part. Nature should 
not be turned aside in her course; rather, substantial aid should be rendered. You 
can assist, but the means employed must not amount to restraint. You can pro- 
vide regulation in needed directions but it must not be extended beyond the point 
of sanity and reason. 

Therefore, it is highly important that this Legislature should move with dis- 
cretion and with care, but none the less surely and effectively. Some new laws 
are required for the proper development of the State, for the regulation of the 
commerce and business of the people and for the protection of the individual and 
of society. There is little need for drastic or radical legislation. No great revo- 
Iutionary principles are involved in the matters that I shall suggest, or in the 
subjects that will otherwise come before you for consideration. Reasonable re- 
forms should be adopted and enforced—reforms that will make for the betterment 
of the people in their nation-old endeavor to successfully realize and maintain 
their inalienable ambition in the pursuit and enjoyment of life, liberty and hap- 
piness. We cannot always apply the rules and regulations applicable to older 
communities. It seems to me that this Legislature can well afford to “stand by” 
as it were and see the State grow, lending a helping hand here and there as the 
exigencies of the occasion seem to demand, to remove an obstacle, to make the 
course smoother and easier for the natural growth and development that is bound 
to come. 

I shall tell you quite as frankly as the Constitution and Statutes seem to 
contemplate just wherein it seems to me that needed and material assistance may 
be given and extended; just wherein the people of the State may be afforded 
relief and benefit by Legislative activity on your part. When I have told you 
these things it is for you to do or not to do, as your good judgment and con- 
sciences may dictate. But you are by no means limited in the scope of your 
activity to the recommendations here made. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


No message would be well begun without a reference to appropriations. I 
have recently read with much interest the messages of my illustrious predecessors. 
It is observed that in every message transmitted to a Montana Legislature the 
Executive head laid considerable stress upon the questions of appropriation and 
economy. I wondered if that was a feature peculiar to our own State and I 
took the trouble to read messages of Governors of nearly all of the States of the 
Union. This State is no exception to the rule. The same warning is contained in 
some form in almost every message by a Governor to the Legislature of his State. 
I have, therefore, taken the position that in unanimity there is justification. 
This Legislature has an opportunity to make a record in financial efficiency. A 
good beginning can be made in the matter of Legislative employes, and a reputa- 
tion thus established may be maintained by careful scrutiny of all requests for 
appropriations. 

GENERAL CONDITIONS. 

Generally speaking the State and the people have enjoyed peace, health and 
prosperity during the last two years. Special instances of disorder have occurred, 
but in the main we have every reason for congratulation. 

One of the special instances that tends to serve as an exception to the gen- 
eral rule is found in the Butte difficulties. It is not necessary and would not 
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serve any good purpose to enter into a minute account of the causes leading up to 
and the circumstances which characterized the trouble at Butte. It is sufficient to 
say that the trouble did not arise in a moment, was not the result of a sudden 
impulse, but was the result of general dissatisfaction; was, in fact, a general re- 
volt against the administration of affairs of the Western Federation of Miners. 
For more than thirty years the Western Federation of Miners had dominated the 
labor situation in and around Butte and for that matter had been the major in- 
fiuence in State-wide labor circles. Rumors of discord and charges of wrong- 
doing had been made from time to time, but no one believed it was possible for 
any of these grievances to attain magnitude enough to threaten the overthrow 
of an organization or seriously imperil its existence as a prime factor in civic 
affairs in Montana. 

It was, therefore, with considerable surprise that the general public, even in 
Silver Bow County, witnessed a revolt from the union by a very considerable num- 
ber of its members. This revolt was initiated on Miners’ Union Day, June 13, 
1914, and it was of such proportions and so wiolent in character as to not only 
involve the local union in great disaster, but to seriously imperil the peace and 
order of the community. Rioting and acts of violence characterized the day, and 
Butte was the scene of much turmoil, which gave ground for grave apprehension. 
The rioting was resumed on the succeeding Sunday “and at that time the regularly 
constituted peace officers found themselves unable to cope with the situation. The 
Sheriff appealed to me, as Governor, for military aid. Before complying with his, 
request I proceeded to Butte and remained there in consultation with the repre- 
sentatives of the different factions, with public officers and citizens for two days. 
By that time quiet was restored and it was decided that military interference 
would not be justified. 

The trouble was not settled, however, and on the night of June 23, there 
was «nother outbreak that resulted in the total destruction of the Miners’ Union 
hall, which has been partially destroyed on the thirteenth of the same month. 
This time there was general consternation and universal fear was expressed by 
the people of Butte. It was not possible to mobilize and utilize the State troops 
in time to do much good in this outbreak, but it all served to warn those in author- 
ity of the possible necessity for the intervention of the State in the ultimate 
restoration of complete peace in the camp. 

Up to this time there has existed in the minds of the authorities some doubt 
as to the status of the Montana National Guard and as to its efficiency. The 
repeal of the Donohue Military Bill by referendum vote had left the laws in a 
state of uncertainty. There had been no mobilization of the troops during the 
present administration and we had little knowledge as to the personnel thereof. 
In the month of July, the National Guard participated in drill and maneuver at 
Fort Wright, Washington. It was my duty and pleasure to there witness the 
officers and men at work. I was most forcibly and favorably impressed with the 
appearance, spirit and very apparent qualifications of the men composing the 
Guard. From that day forward I felt an abiding faith in the ability of the 
Guard to give a good account of itself if ae time should come for resort to the 
military arm of the State. 

During all of this time the trouble in Butte smouldered and seethed and a 
peaceful settlement thereof became daily more impossible. In the latter part of 
August the volcano blew up and one act of violence followed another in such 
rapil succession, disorder and rioting became so prevalent, that local authority 
was paralyzed, or indifferent, and there was no one in authority in Butte who 
could or would stem the tide of lawlessness. 


It was then that the National Guard was mobilized, equipped, entrained and 
dispatched to the seat of the trouble. Be assured that those were anxious, not 
to say perilous, hours. The sovereignty of the State stood at bay. the processes of 
the commonwealth remained unserved in the hands of those charged with the 
duty. The “rebel chieftain” had thrown down the gauntlet. Rumors of armed 
resistance were rife and appeals for personal protection were many. The good 
name, the fair name, the well-earned reputation of half a century, were hanging 
in the balance. The structure of civic righteousness, whose foundations were laid 
deep and solid by the Vigilantes in Alder Gulch fifty years ago, was assaulted 
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more openly and with greater violence than ever before. It was no longer a 
question of unionism. Local color had faded. Butte and Silver Bow County were 
but incidents. The great questions to be settled, and settled quickly and effec- 
tively, were spelled in the lettering of the words “law and order.” 

¥or the restoration of order, for the vindication of law, the young men of 
the National Guard, the youth of Montana, took up arms and marched forth to 
face dangers to them, and to me, at that time unknown and uncertain, but of 
aspect most threatening and fear-inspiring. Not one faltered, no one hesitated, 
and in the calm self-possession, the very evident spirit of bravery and determina- 
tion which pervaded that troop there was born-a confidence which inspired the 
men of the uniform and simultaneously frightened and deterred those who had 
dared to oppose the rational and reasonable processes of the State for the pro- 
tection of life and property. 

Not a shot was fired, not a life was lost, not a citizen was disturbed in the 
course of his Jawful occupation. At the same time peace was restored, law and 
order re-established, and when the task had been accomplished, the Guard with- 
drew quietly and unostentatiously. The lesson was impressive, forceful and ade- 
quate, but it was devoid of violence. The result is known to the world. Every 
ene now realizes that law and order must forever obtain, must be adequately 
enforced, and uniformly recognized; that property must be protected from violence 
and destruction, and that life must be and remain sacred and safe within all the 
broad confines of the commonwealth of Montana. 

All of this cost some money. It involved much labor, and no small degree of 
anxiety and mental] disquietude, to say nothing of the physical dangers imposed. 
But if it has served, as I believe it has, to impress upon the world a full realiza- 
tion of the fact that Montana is a safe place in which to establish a home, rear 
a family, make investments and pursue any and all of the human activities, 
whether social, material or intellectual, then the money has not been misspent. I 
trust that the expenditures made in this behalf may not cause embarrassment to 
the State government, but I realize that the unexpected necessity of thus taking 
from the treasury the very considerable sum involved must in some sense cause a 
reapportionment of the financial affairs, for the time being at least. That is my 
reason for calling these matters to your attention at this early day of the session. 

All of this ought to impress us also with the importance of making ample 
provision for the National Guard of Montana, with the hope and in the firm be- 
lief that the necessity for its use may not arise again in the near future, but nev- 
ertheless with the idea of keeping the peace and protecting life and property at all 
times in the future as in the past. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT. 


Experience in the Butte trouble must have impressed all with the importance 
of suitable provision for prompt and effective means of suppressing lawlessness 
and disorders before they reach a maximum. I am firmly convinced that a small 
force of non-resident peace officers would have controlled the Butte trouble with- 
out military interference if it had been possible to utilize such a force at the 
inception of the trouble. We have a great number of peace officers in this State 
who are not constantly employed. The sheriff’s forces in the different counties 
are kept up to the maximum for emergencies, the Game Warden’s force is con- 
siderable and there are a goodly number of stock inspectors and other peace of- 
ficres at all times under public pay. If you can devise some means of organizing 
these people into an emergency State police for use in the rare instances where the 
necessity may arise, contingencies may be met and without any expense to the 
public. If it had been possible to send fifty experienced, determined officers, such 
as we have in the positions I have named, into Butte under the leadership of some 
good man instead of spending $125,000.00 in quelling the disturbance with the 
militia after it had assumed vast proportions, the whole matter would have been 
adjusted effectively for a nominal sum. Your attention is respectfully directed to 
this matter. 

SUSPENSION FROM OFFICE. 


Former Governors of Montana have suggested removal and suspension stat- 
utes, but none have been forthcoming. I would respectfully suggest that an 
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amendment to the summary removal statute now in force would meet the re- 
quirements. This statute has recently been found very effective, but the diffi- 
culty encountered is found in the fact that an accused officer remains in charge of 
the forces in authority during the pendency and trial of the action. An added 
provision giving the Governor authority in his discretion to suspend the official 
after charges have been filed and during the pendency thereof would meet the or- 
dinary need and protect the local community. The officer would be restored if 
acquitted, and no harm would be done. The vacancy could be filled in the usual 
manner provided by law for the filling of vacancies in such offices. 


RACE TRACK GAMBLING. 


‘While it is important that existing laws should be enforced, it is also neces- 
sary that some new laws be enacted. While our State is changing industrially, 
there is an evident change of moral sentiment as well. A few years ago it was 
thought proper to regulate, license and control what is known as poolselling and. 
bookmaking in connection with the sport of horse racing. Today, in my opinion, 
public sentiment makes it imperative that some action should be taken looking to 
reformation in this direction. Race track gambling as it is conducted in the 
State of Montana, is immoral, degrading and destructive of good citizenship. In 
at least one community in this State it creates disorders of such a nature as to al- 
most entirely disorganize and disrupt the usual course of business during the con- 
tinuance of the race meet. 


It has been suggested that a commission should be created and that horse 
racing and the incident betting and poolselting should be handled and controlled 
by the commission. Two years ago I might have believed that this course would 
meet with the approval of the people, but today I am convinced that it would not 
meet with the approbation of the majority of the citizens of this State. I base 
my opinion upon the fact that the people have recently expressed themselves in 
the negative on a similar proposition. 


Two years ago the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly passed a Bill entitled 
“An Act establishing the State Athletic Commission and regulating boxing and 
Sparring in the State of Montana,’ being Chapter 97 of the laws of that Session. 
‘The Bill was referred to the people under the referendum provision of our laws, 
and the people voted upon the question at the recent general election. ‘The meas- 
ure was defeated by a majority of more than eight thousand. 


After the Bill had passed both Houses and while it was in my possession 
pending executive action, committees of citizens waited upon me and requested 
that the Bill be vetoed. After very full and complete hearings I made the state- 
ment to the committee that in my opinion this Bill would prove an effective 
means of ascertaining public sentiment with relation to matters of the kind. I 
suggested to the protestants that the proper method of ascertaining the real 
sentiment of the people of this State was to approve the Bill so that the protest- 
ants could resort to the referendum and obtain a vote of the people, either for or 
-against the measure. The measure was approved and the suggestion was adopted, 
with the result that I have above indicated. ' 


'In my opinion, a commission for the regulation of horse racing would be no 
more popular than the one appointed under the boxing Bill. Certainly no better 
commission could be. obtained than the one appointed under the Kiley Bill. The 
individuals composing the commission were high-class, honest and thoroughly im- 
bued with the idea that the sport should be raised to as high a plane as possible. 
‘They conducted the “game” as fairly and as reputably as it was possible for 
it to be conducted. I am sure that the manner in which they discharged their 
duties brought to the measure a very considerable number of votes which other- 
‘wise would have been cast against it. And yet, with all that, the system was 
‘repudiated. I am, therefore, of the opinion that legislation on the question of 
‘race track pool selling is necessary, and that the legislation should not be along 
the line of regulation but rather in the nature of abolition. 


In this connection I might suggest that the defeated athletic Bill has left the 
sum of $2,569.87 in the hands of the State Treasurer, which sum is the property 
‘of the State and for which there is no method of disposition. You should enact 
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some suitable measure providing for the conversion of this sum into some other 
fund in order that it may be devoted to useful purposes. 


DISTRICT JUDGES. 

When the State was admitted to the Union provision was made for an ade- 
quate number of District Judges. These officials are paid from the State Treas- 
ury. Just what impelled the framers of the Constitution to make this charge 
against the State, I do not know. However, it is the law. 

In 1899 Governor Robert B. Smith suggested that the salaries of District 
Judges should be made chargeable to the counties. Later Governor Joseph K. 
Toole made the same recommendation. Nothing was ever done to bring about the 
reform. While I do not desire to insist that this change be made at this time, yet 
in view of the fact that new counties are being created very rapidly and more 
Judges demanded, something ought to be done at least in the way of equalization. 

It is evident that there are more Judges in some of the districts of this 
State than the necessities of the districts require. It is also evident that some of 
the Judges in the eastern and northern part of the State are unable to ade- 
quately discharge the judicial duties of their respective districts. In view of the 
fact that the State pays all District Judges, it seems to me more reasonable that 
there should be a distributon than an increase in the number of Judges. This 
may be accomplished either by redistricting the State or by making some suit- 
able provision for the assignment of Judges for duty outside of the district in 
which they are elected. Judges are State officials and work for the State, al- 
though they are elected by the people of a given district. Neither the people nor 
the Judges should complain if the necessities of the State require the perform- 
ance of duties beyond the confines of the district in which the Judge is elected. 


NEW COUNTIES. 

The question of District Judges suggests the proposition of new counties. 
Four years ago the Legislature enacted a general law for the creation of new 
counties. Several counties were created under it and the law was found to be 
effective. Two years ago the Assembly amended the law in some important par- 
ticulars. The assessed valuation required for the creation of a new county was 
very considerably lowered and the percentage of votes required was reduced from 
sixty-six and two-thirds per cent. to a bare majority. Under the relaxed pro- 
visions of the law many new counties have been created and several more are 
contemplated. 

While I have no criticism to offer as to the creation of those already in ex- 
istence, yet I think it is evident that the business of creating new counties will 
be overdone in the very near future unless some check is put upon it. I would 
therefore respectfully suggest that suitable amendments be made to the general 
law for the creation of counties. I make this suggestion not alone for the pro- 
tection of the State but rather for the protection of the people themselves. The 
creation of new counties necessitates some outlay on the part of the State in 
the way of payment of salaries for district judges, county attorneys, members 
of the Legislature and other incidental State charges. Yet the greatest hardships 
fall upon the taxpayers of the new counties. Officers must be paid, new build- 
ings must be erected and costly improvements installed. In order to do that, 
tax rates increase and assessed valuations are inevitably raised. 

Under the present system a continuance in the creation of new counties will 
very shortly increase the membership of the State Senate to such an extent that 
it will become unwieldy and unnecessarily expensive. 


BANK LAWS. 


Since the adjournment of the last session of the Legislature the Congress of 
the United States has enacted a general banking and currency system. Under 
the provisions of the law there have been created certain reserve banks, the stock 
cf these banks to be owned by the membership banks within the district, both 
National and State. Most National banks in the State of Montana are members 
of the reserve system and own stock in the district reserve bank. | 

Under the State law it is unlawful for our State banks to avail themselves 
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of the advantage of this system. Many State banks are desirous of having the 
prohibition removed. I would respectfully suggest that a suitable law be en- 
acted to remedy this condition. The banks of Montana, generally speaking, are 
very prosperous and they have grown in resources and in numbers. The State 
Examiner’s office has been more than busy in examining banks during the past 
two years. Two years ago when the present State Examiner took his office there 
were 165 State and private banks in this State. Today there are 230 banking 
institutions subject to State inspection. 

This increase in the number of State Banks is surprising, to say the least. 
If the increase is normal and justified by business conditions in the State, it is 
a matter of congratulation. But if, on the other hand, and as has been alleged, 
some of these banking institutions have been organized and are doing business 
under circumstances which do not justify their existence, then they will prove a 
positive detriment rather than an advantage. 

The doubt as to the necessity for these banks brings us to the proposition 
of our general State banking system. To my mind it is imperative that there 
should be necessity for a bank before it is chartered. Under the National system 
a showing must be made and the Bank Examiner must certify the necessity for 
the existence of a bank in a given neighborhood before a National charter will 
be given by the department. Some such regulation should be in effect in Mon- 
tana; in fact, our whole State banking code should be redrafted and brought up 
as nearly as possible to the high standard achieved in the National banking sys- 
tem just going into effect. 

In addition to the examination of banks, the State Examiner’s office now has 
imposed upon it the duty of examining cities and school districts. It is cer- 
tainly a very busy department, although it has been conducted in such a way 
as to make it profitable to the State. 


FARM LOANS AND STATE LANDS. 


There was initiated and submitted to the people of the State at the last gen- 
eral election a Bill providing for what was commonly designated “Farm Loans”— 
loans to be made from the common school and other educational funds under the 
control of the State Board of Land Commissioners. 

It seems that the Bill was drawn in such a way as to come in conflict with 
certain provisions of the Constitution. I would respectfully suggest that, the 
principle involved having been approved by the people, some suitable legislation — 
should be enacted. . 

The Thirteenth Legislative Assembly enacted Chapter 121, which provided for 
the investment of these funds under certain conditions and included farm mort- 
gages. It seems, however, that the provisions of this measure are not acceptable 
to the people in general. I would respectfully suggest that great care should be 
taken in framing such a Bill by reason of the fact that the funds to be loaned are 
trust funds and should only go out under such conditions as to insure the safe 
return with a moderate rate of interest. 

In the past the State Board of Land Commissioners has invested these funds 
in bonds and other securities, preference being given to school bonds in order to 
promote the cause of education. If the time has come when preference should 
be given in some other direction, provision should be made therefor. Personally, 
IT am convinced that much good results from the purchase of school bonds, munic- 
pal, county and other securities. Yet I am satisfied that a certain amount of 
this money can be utilized to advantage in making farm loans. With our 
growing population the amount of money available will perhaps not satisfy the 
needs or the demands of the borrowers, but it may tend to regulate interest rates 
and promote better conditions with regard to farm credits. 

In his very able message to the Legislature in 1899 Governor Robert B. 
Smith pointed with pardonable pride to the receipts of the State Land office. 
The receipts of the common school income fund for the year 1898 were $52,585.22. 
The estimated receipts of the same fund for the current year are $542,690.73. How 
much more gratifying to us are the present day receipts, and yet these receipts 
are only available by reason of the fact that not one dollar of State school money 
has ever been misappropriated or lost by reason of bad investments. Such a 
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record is more to be desired than great riches. To depart from so successful a 
system should involve great care and studious attention. 

The school lands of this State are worth far more than a kings’ ransom, and 
they are becoming more and more valuable as the time goes on. The wisdom of 
the provision fixing a minimum selling price is becoming more and more apparent. 
Under recent administrations the various land grants have been very largely aug- 
mented. Sales have been made and land taken over to fill said grants and to take 
the place of lands otherwise lost to the State. This work is continuing as rapidly 
and effectively as possible under the present State administration, 

In addition to the general work of selecting lieu lands and filling the grants, 
the former State administration entered into an agreement with the general gov- 
ernment for the exchange of certain lands. ‘The Thirteenth Assembly authorized 
the expenditure of the necessary amount as the State’s share of expenses incident 
to this exchange. Certain examinations have been made and the work is partially 
completed. It is probable that an exchange will finally be effected whereby 
80,000 acres of land will be acquired in one body by the State. This land is 
nearly all timber land and will be of great value. The lands exchanged and re- 
linquished by the State are Sections 16 and 36, and are scattered over vast areas 
of mountainous country. The land the State will get being in a body and being 
_ well timbered, is much more desirable, while the Government officials consider 
it highly important that the State holdings scattered throughout the vast re- 
serves should be transferred to the United States. 


PRINTING. 


In considering items of expense it is always proper to look to the matter of 
printing. Public printing runs into money very rapidly, and while it is highly 
important that an adequate amount. of publicity be given to the work of the 
various departments of the State, yet some of the requirements of the present law 
make it necessary to incur very large and seemingly unnecessary expenditures. 

There can be no just complaint on the ground of workmanship, service or 
prices charged. Under the contract just expired the work of the State printer has 
been performed promptly and in a workmanlike manner, and the prices charged 
have not been unreasonable for the stock and services furnished. The only criti- 
cism that I urge is of the law which makes it necessary to have all this printing 
done. 

Your attention is particularly directed to the law compelling the publication 
of the State Treasurer’s quarterly report. This report, although published in 
strict compliance with the law, does not give information of a tangible or intel- 
ligent nature to anyone not a bookkeeper. The money now spent for the publica- 
tion of this report is wasted. The same is true of certain publications required 
to be made under the terms and provisions of our initiative and referendum law, 
and the primary and election laws. Attention and investigation on your part 
may effect a material saving in the matter of printing. 


PRIMARY AND ELECTION STATUTES. 


Some of the provisions of the new primary law and of the election law which 
was enacted by the people two years ago are badly involved and seem to be in 
direct conflict. These irregularities should be corrected by amendment. 

For instance: One Section of the Statutes requires that the vote on initia- 
tive measures shall be opened within thirty days after the election. Another re- 
quires that the votes on constitutional amendments and for State officials shall 
be opened on the first Monday in December. All of the returns are trans- 
mitted in the same envelope. It is impossible to comply with both statutes. 
This is merely one of the several instances of conflict. 


. COMPENSATION. 


The subject of workmen’s compensation has been before the people of Mon- 
tana in various forms for some years. Two years ago the Legislature wrestled 
with it throughout the session. Thereafter a Bill was initiated and presented. 
to the people at the recent election. The proposed measure was defeated. It is 
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evident, however, that the principle of compensation was not defeated, and that 
the defeat went merely to the provisions of that particular proposition. 

The theory of compensation has been put into operation successfully in dif- 
ferent states in the Union, and whereas two years ago it was more or less of an 
experiment, today I think it may. be considered as a demonstrated success 
wherever it has been rationally employed. The opponents of the recently initi- 
ated measure did not assume an attitude of antagonism to all forms of work- 
men’s compensation, but openly stated they favored a reasonable and just com- 
pensation law. 

That being the case, it would seem to me that it is incumbent upon this 
Legislature to enact a reasonable, fair and proper compensation act. It should 
not be radical, because the people have declared they do not desire a radical law. 
On the other hand, a weak and inefficient law would be just as unpopular. The 
Legislature should take the matter in hand and enact a law that will be fair to 
employe and employer and to the public in general, 


ELECTION OF UNITED STATES SENATORS BY THE PEOPLE. 


After many years of persistent endeavor the law has finally been changed 
and United States Senators are elected by direct: vote of the people. I have no 
doubt that the members of this Legislature and of Legislatures in general will 
feel a sense of relief by reason of this provision. While the people must elect 
United States Senators by direct vote, most states have enacted a statute pro- 
viding for temporary appointments in case of a vacancy occurring between elec- 
tions. Otherwise, one of two contingencies must prevail; either the State is 
denied representation or a special election must be held, involving the incidental 
expense. Practically all of the States provide by statute for appointment by 
the Governor, the appointee to hold until the succeeding general election. This 
matter is respectfully suggested as one meriting your attention. 


PANAMA-PACIFIC AND SAN DIEGO EXPOSITIONS. 

Two years ago the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly was unable to make 
appropriations for the Panama-Pacific and San Diego Expositions. The state of 
the treasury would not admit of the required appropriations. Both Houses, 
shortly before adjournment, passed House Concurrent Resolution No. 4, intro- 
duced by Cutts, providing for the appointment of a commission, to serve without 
pay, to solicit and receive contributions of money from counties, cities, towns, 
civic organizations, individuals and corporations and to administer such funds 
for collection, establishment and maintenance of proper exhibits and representa- 
tion at these Expositions. 

The Governor appointed a commission of fifteen. Later the commission was 
reduced to three members, consisting of Hon. David Hilger of Lewistown, Hon. F. 
S. Lusk of Missoula, and Hon. Frank A. Hazelbaker of Dillon. These men have 
proceeded to raise money in various ways and have a good working fund. They 
are installing exhibits at both Expositions. 

You will be called upon to assist in this matter in a financial way. While 
the State is not in a position to expend much money in this most laudable work, 
at the same time your attention is directed to the possible necessity of making 
provision for the expenditure of a reasonable amount of State money, if in your 
opinion the finances of the State will justify such expenditure, 


GRAIN INSPECTION DEPARTMENT. 


The Thirteenth Legislative Assembly enacted a law providing for the estab- 
lishment of a Grain Inspection Department. The Jaw has not proven satisfactory 
by reason of certain mistakes and uncertainties incident thereto. I would re- 
spectfully suggest that suitable amendments should be incorporated therein. 


TAX COMMISSION. 


The last Legislature enacted a Tax Commission law. This law has been in 
effect for more than a year and a half and bas resulted in considerable benefit 
_ to the State. However, it has not been possible to achieve the maximum of bene- 
fit contemplated. 
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In my message of two years ago I recommended that there should be a 
constitutional amendment relative to taxation. 
_- The 1913 law provided for the appointment of county tax commissioners. 
These commissioners have never been appointed. In the opinion of the. State 
Tax Commission undue expense would have resulted and no adequate benefits 
would have been forthcoming. The law is ambiguous and uncertain in some 
particulars and should be amended. However, as I have heretofore suggested, 
a suitable constitutional amendment may be properly proposed and submitted. 


-.. INDETERMINATE SENTENCE. 


During the past two years I have devoted a great deal of time to the in- 

vestigation of conditions and inmates of the penal institutions of this State. The 
State prison is in good condition and is conducted on business lines. However, I 
am convinced that suitable legislative enactment should obtain in order to admit 
ef working the prisoners under conditions more favorable than can be done at 
the present time.. The men should not be worked in competition with free labor, 
but there are many things that they can do without coming into competition 
with that class of labor. 
_ During the past two years the State Board of Prison Commissioners has 
employed the men in road work and in construction of buildings for the State. 
The crowded condition of the Asylum for the Insane has been very materially 
relieved by buildings constructed by the prisoners under the direction of a free 
superintendent. The necessary expense has been paid from the maintenance 
fund of the asylum. 

It seems to me but humane that these men should be given some considera- 
tion for their work. I have endeavored to reward them by reductions, commuta- 
tions and pardons. wherever it seemed to me that they had earned the same, and 
in addition thereto had evidenced a disposition and determination to reform and 
make good in the world. In this connection I would respectfully suggest the en- 
actment of an indeterminate sentence law such as exists in many States of the 
Union. 
eee STATE INSTITUTIONS GENERALLY. 

It does not seem necessary to enter into a detailed report of the different 
State institutions. Each has made a report, and these reports will be forthcoming 
and at your disposal during the session. You are urged to read them carefully 
and study the needs of the institutions, so as to be the better enabled to vote on 
questions having to do with appropriations and other incidental matters. 

In this connection it has occurred to me that the volume of business to be 
done by the present Legislature is not so extensive as to demand the constant 
presence of the members at the State Capitol, and in view of that fact it would 
seem to me that no better or more profitable course could be pursued than that 
of inspection and examination of the different institutions, the buildings and 
grounds in connection therewith. The institutions are nearly all located within 
a convenient distance of the State Capital and I am sure that a trip to any or all 
of these institutions will prove generally beneficial and personally pleasant. 


OTHER STATE DEPARTMENTS. 


Other departments of State have accomplished splendid results. Reports 
therefrom will be furnished to you, and I earnestly recommend your careful pe- 
rusal thereof. Reforms will be required along certain lines and your attention 
will be called to these matters in later messages. I shall not attempt to burden 
you at this time by minute detail. vast 


AGRICULTURAL EXTENSION WORK. 


On May 8, 1914, the Congress of the United States passed what is known 
as the Lever Agricultural Extension Act, sometimes called the Smith-Lever Act. 
Under the provisions of this Bill, and in order to make it effective, the Legisla- 
ture of the State was required to assent thereto on behalf of the State; or, in case 
of the vacation of the Legislature, the assent of the Governor was sufficint until 
the Legislature should convene. I gave formal assent to the Bill and the matter 
is respectfully referred to your honorable body for appropriate action, the assent 
given by the Governor being effective only during the vacation. 
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DISTRIBUTION OF FOREST RESERVE MONEYS. 


Considerable uncertainty exists in this State relative to the distribution of 
forest reserve receipts. Past Legislatures have attempted to make provision for 
the distribution of these moneys, but the Attorney General is of the opinion that 
no adequate legal provision now exists in the law for the proper distribution. It 
is, therefore, important that you should look into the matter and make suitable 
enactment, ! 

HERD LAW. 


As the State is settled up and the industries become varied, there is more and 
more conflict of interests. There has been a good deal of agitation relative to 
what is known as herd law. I am convinced that the enactment of a general 
herd law, such as exists in some of the older States, would prove disastrous. 
However, your attention is called to the fact that a local option herd law might 
be worked out with great benefit to certain sections of the State and with no 
injury to other sections differently located and not requiring the benefits of such 
a law. 

FREE SEED, 


Numerous applications have been made to the different State departments for 
relief along the line of seed for farmers in drought-stricken districts of the State. 
It is only fair to say that good crops were raised and harvested in most sections 
of Montana in both 1913 and 1914. However, there are some sections where as- 
sistance would be thankfully received and worthily bestowed, if it can be legally 
accomplished. 


FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE. 


No great pestilence or catastrophes have been visited upon the State of Mon- 
tana, its people or its industries within the past two years. However, the re- 
cent outbreak of foot and mouth disease threatened great disaster. Prompt and 
efficient action on the part of the Government and the State departments has 
very largely removed danger from that source. Some of the results of this dreaded 
disease may be presented to you for appropriate consideration. 


WHEN LAWS SHALL TAKE EFFECT. 


The Secretary of State very appropriately suggests that the laws enacted at 
this Session of the Legislature shall become effective not. upon approval, as has 
been the custom in the past, but somewhat later in the year, perhaps as late as 
the middle of May or the first of June. Of course, this should not apply to 
emergency measures and appropriation bills, but in all general legislation the sug- 
gestion of the Secretary of State may be adopted with safety and propriety. 

It is highly important that the people of the State should have in their pos- 
session copies of the laws when they become effective. No man can observe a 
law about which he knows practically nothing. Of course, we are supposed to 
know the law the minute it is approved by the Governor, but that is fiction. Much 
confusion obtains between the time the laws are approved and the time when the 
Session Laws are distributed to the Public. No damage can follow in ordinary 
cases if the enactments are made to become effective about the time of the dis- 
tribution of the Session Laws. 


ENROLLED MILITIA. 


Complying with the provisions of the Statutes I have the honor to advise you 
that, according to the returns of the County Assessors of the several counties of 
the State, the number of able-bodied male citizens qualified for the performance 
of military duty is 52,815.

Weather conditions are important, 
as you will be out of doors inspecting the work for several hours. The invita- 
tion extends to the members of the press gallery. 

Would like very much to include the attaches of the Senate and House, but 
we have not the hotel accommodations to care for them, therefore, I am obliged 
to confine this invitation strictly to the House and Senate members and members 
of the press gallery.

“Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Appropriations, to whom was referred 
House Bill No. 55, being a Bill for an Act entitled, ‘An Act providing for the 
payment of deficiency claims for the Transportation of Prisoners,’ having had said 
Bill under consideration, hereby report same back to the House with the recom- 
mendation that it do pass.” On motion of Day, the report was adopted as read.

General of this State, with regard to the employes allowed by law in the dif- 
ferent Houses of our Legislature. 

I shall only issue Warrants to the employes as per the opinion of the At- 
torney General. Will you kindly arrange to have the pay rolls made up accord- 
ing to the conditions specified herein.

Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your communication of this date requesting my 
opinion as to how you, as State Auditor, are to be guided in the matter of issuing 
warrants for officers and employes of each House of the Legislative Assembly, 
now in session. Article V, Section 28 of the Constitution, provides that “the 
Legislative Assembly shall prescribe by law the number, duties and compensa- 
tion of the officers and employes of Each House, and no payment shall be made 
from the State Treasury or be in any way authorized to any such person, except 
to an acting officer or employe elected or appointed in pursuance of law.” The 

Senate officers and employes, provided for by law, are enumerated in Sections 
62 and 65, and the officers and employes of the House of Representatives are 
enumerated in Sections 63 and 66, Revised Codes of Montana, 1907. The officers 
and employes of the Senate consist of a President, President Pro Tem, Secretary, 
Assistant Secretary, Journal Clerk, and a Sergeant at Arms, and Enrolling Clerk, 
an Engrossing Clerk, one Janitor, one Day Watchman, one Night Watchman, 
one Chaplain, two pages, and three Committee Clerks. The officers and em- 
ployes of the House of Representatives consist of a Speaker, Speaker Pro Tem, 
Chief Clerk, Assistant Chief Clerk, Journal Clerk, and a Sergeant at Arms; and 
the House may elect an Assistant Sergeant at Arms, an Enrolling Clerk, an En- 
grossing Clerk, one Door Keeper, one Janitor, one Day Watchman, one Night 
Watchman, one Chaplain, three Pages and four Committee Clerks. 
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Section 65, relating to officers and employes of the Senate, contains the fol- 
lowing clause: “as many committee clerks and pages as the Senate may from 
time to time require.” And Section 66, relating to House officers and employes, 
contains a similar clause, which reads as follows: As many committee clerks and 
pages as the House may from time to time require.” 

These clauses are in my opinion repugnant to the provisions of Article V, 
Section 28 of the Constitution, which requires that\the Legislative Assembly shall 
prescribe by law the number of officers and employes of each House. The clauses 
quoted above do not undertake to fix the number of clerks and pages, but under- 
take to lodge discretion in the respective branches of the Legislature as to what 
the number in the House and Senate shall be. Such was not the intent of the 
framers of our Constitution. In my judgment these blanket clauses are void. 

There is, of course, no limitation upon the number of officers and employes 
which may be provided for each House, but provision must be made in the or- 
derly way pointed out by the Constitution. 

Chapter 37 of the Laws of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly fixes the per 
diem salaries to be paid to the officers and employes of both Houses. This law 
is controlling as to the amount of salary which each officer and employe shall 
receive, but it is not controlling as to the number of employes either House is 
entitled to elect or appoint. Yours very truly,

Hogan, Chairman of the Committee appointed by the Speaker to investigate 
the typewriters, reported as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: .We, your Committee appointed to investigate condition of 
typewriters, number needed, etc., beg leave to report as follows: 

Aftr careful investigation, we find there are at least sixteen typewriters 
needed at the present time. These machines, if bought, even at the lowest pos- 
sible price, would cost the State about Twelve Hundred Dollars. The interest on 
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this money for a period of two years together with the depreciation of the ma- 
chines during this period would amount to approximately Eight Hundred Dol- 
lars. Therefore, in view of the necessity for economy and retrenchment, we rec- 
ommend the purchase of but three new Remington machines, and the renting of 
thirteen. The machines can be rented for Two Dollars and Fifty cents ($2.50) 
each per month and will be in number one condition and satisfactory to our 
stenographers. Our reason for recommending the purchase of three machines 
is that one must have a fourteen inch carriage and two should have decimal tab- 
ulators and these machines cannot be rented. We find nine machines on hand 
which are practically unfit for service and recommend that the proper officer 
dispose of these machines to the best advantage.” On motion of Hogan, the 
report was adopted as read.

Amend Rule No. 12, “Signing of Enrolled Bills by Presiding Officers.” Each 
enrolled Bill shall be accompanied by a copy; both the original and the copy shall 
be signed first by the presiding officer of the House in which it originated, and 
then by the presiding officer of the other branch of the Legislative Assembly in 
the presence of their respective Houses while in Session. 

Rule No. 14, “Bills for Governor’s approval” shall be amended to read as 
follows: 

‘After the original Bill and a copy shall have been signed in each House, 
they shall be presented by the Committee on Enrollment in the House in which 
the Bill originated to the Governor for his approval, taking his receipt therefor, 
and the said committee shall forthwith report to their respective Houses the 
day and. hour of such presentation, which shall be enterd upon the Journal of 
such House.’ 


Rule No. 11, “Enrollment of Bills,” shall be amended as follows: 
‘When Bill has passed both Houses, the Enrolling Clerk of the House in 
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which it originated shall cause to be made an original and duplicate typewritten 
copy of the Bill as the same was engrossed, together with its history, free from all 
corrections, erasures, interlineations, defects in orthography and all other clerical 
imaceuracies; the typewriting shall be done with a black record ribbon, pica-type 
upon plain linen finish paper, size 8% inches wide and 13 inches long; paper to — 
weigh sixteen pounds to the ream, with a margin of 2 inches at the top, and one 
inch on each side; thirty lines of type to the page, but lines not numbered, and 
the Bill shall be covered with a blue manuscript cover upon which is written in 
capital letters the number and title. The duplicate shall accompany the original 
through both Houses, and to the Governor, who shall, if approved, sign both the 
original and duplicate. The original ,will be filed with the Secretary of State and 
the duplicate with the Clerk of the Supreme Court.’ 

Rule 24 shall be added and read as follows: 

‘The Speaker of the House shall designate one Committee to whom all Bills 
relating to Workmen’s Compensation shall be referred, and the President of the 
Senate shall refer like Bills to the Compensation Committee of the Senate; all 
workmen’s compensation Bills introduced in either House shall be considered by 
a Joint Conference Committee composed of the Committees above referred to, 
and they shall meet upon the call of the Chairman of the Committee from either 
House.’ 

Rule 25 shall be added and read as follows: 

‘No Bills transmitted by the House to the Senate nor by the Senate to the 
House after the fiftieth day of the Session shall be considered, with the excep- 
tion of Bills considered by a Joint Conference Committee. Bills from said Com- 
mittees may be transmitted at any time up to and including the sixtieth day,’ 

Joint Rule No, 19, however, shall be in full force and applicable as to Rule 
Now 25. PAGE, Chairman.” 

On motion of McNally, the amendments to Rules were ordered printed for 
further consideration. 

Day from; the Committee on Appropriations, reported as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Appropriations, to whom was referred

bodies of any of the birds or animals, or any part thereof, mentioned in the 
Game Laws of this State, which have been mounted by said taxidermists, and to 
ship and sell the same without the State of Montana, when the owners of said 
bodies or parts thereof have failed, refused or neglected to pay for said mount- 
ing, and after said taxidermists have made written reports thereof to the Game 
Warden as provided by Section 8820, Revised Codes of Montana, and to repeal 
any and all laws in conflict therewith.” 

On request, Mr. Speaker relieved Eliel from the Committee on Fish and 
Game, and requested the minority leader to recommend some one from his side: 
of the House to fill the vacancy. 

On motion of McNally, duly seconded and carried, the House reverted to the 
order of business, “Reports of Standing Committees.” 


REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES. 

McNally from the Committee on Affairs of Cities, reported as follows: 

We, your Committee on Affairs of Cities, having had under consideration 
House Bill No. 54, introduced by Day, being a Bill for an Act entitled, ‘An Act 
amending Sections numbered 2, 6, and 29, of Chapter 57, Laws of the Twewlfth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, entitled, “An Act providing for 
a Commission Form of Government for Cities; providing for the Election of Of- 
ficers therein, defining their duties and powers and providing for their compensa- 
tion’,” report same back to the House with the recommendation that Section 3 
be amended by filling blank spaces to read: ‘not less than Seventy (70) days, 
nor more than eighty (80) days,’ and as amended recommend that the same do 
pass.”

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES. 

Macdonald of the Joint Committee appointed to make provisions for the 
payment of House and Senate Employes, reported as follows: 

“To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives: We, your Joint 
Committee, to whom was referred the communication from the State Auditor rel- 
ative to the employment of House and Senate employes of the Fourteenth Legis- 
lative Assembly, having had the same under consideration, beg to report as fol- 
lows: 

The Constitution of the State of Montana, Article IV, Section 1 divides the 
powers of the government into three distinct departments, each in itself complete. 

Article V, Section 28 of the Constitution provides: “The Legislative As- 
sembly shall prescribe by law the number, duties and compensation of the offi- 
cers and employes of each House.’ 

The first Legislative Assembly enacted no laws regulating the number of its 
employes. The second Legislative Assembly, however, by the Act approved 
March 4th, 1891 (2nd Sess. 170) prescribed as follows: 

‘Section 1. The officers and employes of the Senate shall consist of a Pres- 
ident, President Pro Tem, a Secretary, an Assistant Secretary, and a Sergeant 
at Arms, an Enrolling Clerk, an Engrossing Clerk, one Doorkeeper, one Janitor, 
one Day Watchman, one Night Watchman, one Chaplain, two Pages and four 
Committee Clerks. 

‘Section 2. The officers and employes of the House of Representatvies shall 
consist of a Speaker, Speaker Pro Tem, Chief Clerk, Assistant Chief Clerk, and a 
Sergeant at Arms, and the House may elect an Assistant Sergeant at Arms, an 
Enrolling Clerk, an Engrossing Clerk, one Doorkeeper, one Janitor, one Day 
Watchman, one Night Watchman, one Chaplain, and as many Comimittee Clerks 
and Pages as the House from time to time may require.’ 


The code commission reported a law fixing the number of officers and em- 
ployes of the Senate and of the House of Representatives, which law is to be 
found in Sections 62 and 63 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1907. But by 
the Act approved February 16, 1895, which by virtue of the provisions of the 
Revised Codes of Montana, Section 3565, became an amendment to the Codes, the 
number of employes of the House was changed to correspond with the number 
fixed by the Act of February 16, 1895, which is embodied in the provisions of 
Sections 65 and 66 of the Revised Codes of Montana, \1907. In these two Sec- 
tions, the Legislature provides that the Senate and House may each employ as 
many Committee Clerks and pages as each may from time to time require. Dur- 
ing the Session at which the Codes were adopted, the Fourth Legislative Assem- 
biy, it is a matter of current knowledge that large numbers of Committee Clerks 
were from time to time employed by both Houses in the way of preparing Bills 
for the amendment to Codes and enrolling the Codes after their adoption. 

From 1895 to the present time, it has been the practice, without question 
however, for each House of the Legislative Assembly to employ from time to 
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time such number of Committee Clerks and Employes as the House determined 
for itself. 

The Thirteenth Legislative Assembly was the first assembly occupying the 
new Capitol Wings and in order to promptly carry on the business of the Assem- 
bly, it found it necessary to employ a large number of doorkeepers, janitors and 
watchmen, as well as Committee Clerks and Pages By an Act approved February 
27. 1913 (Chapter 37, Session Laws 13 Sess. 52), the Legislative Assembly directed 
per diem payment to such Committee Clerks, doorkeepers, janitors and watch- 
men as might from time to time be required by each House. Acting under this 
law, the employes of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly were paid in accord- 
ance with the pay-roll certified to by the presiding officer and Sergeant at Arms 
of each House. Thus, it appears from the records of the Legislative Assembly, 
there has been a continuous Legislative construction of the provisions of the con- 
stitution to the effect that the number of employes designated as Committee 
Clerks, Pages, Doorkeepers, Watchmen and Janitors, might from time to time 
be altered by each House of the Legislative Assembly, as the business of the 
House demanded, without the enactment of a law designating the maximum 
number to be employed. 

During each Session of the Legislature, there has been passed and approved 
by the Governor an Appropriation Bill appropriating a lump sum for the payment 
of the Legislative employes, out of which appropriation the State Auditor had 
paid the employes upon certificates from the presiding officers and Sergeant at 
Arms of the respective Houses. Thus, there has always been a continuous ex- 
cessive construction of the constitutional provision in favor of the contention 
that the Legislature had the power to confer upon the Houses the right to desig- 
nate the number of respective employes from time to time as the business of the 
House justified, without the enactment of a law designating the maximum 
number. 

In view of this contemporaneous and continuous construction of the powers 
of the Legislature by both of the Legislative and Executive departments for a 
period of twenty years, the majority of your Committee believes that the Legis- 
Jative Assembly in thus leaving to each House the right to designate the number 
of its employes from time to time as its business demands, is clearly within the 
exercise of the power conferred by the Constitution upon the Legislative depart- 
ment of the State. 

We are further strengthened in our opinion as to the correctness of this 
practical interpretation of the Constitutional provision by a consideration of the 
provisions as a whole. The Constitution provides that the Legislative Assembly 
shall prescribe by law the duties as well as the number of the employ es, and yet, 
except in very few instances, there has been no attempt to specifically define the 
duties of the respective employes. Such function has been left to the rules of 
the respective Houses. Any interpretation would lead to the absurdity of re- 
quiring the enactment of laws covering the details of Legislative routine which 
must from time to time vary with changing conditions. 

Again, to hold that each employe must be specifically enumerated and his 
duties prescribed in order that the statute shall not conflict with the constitu- 
tional provisions, would be to place a narrow and technical construction upon 
the wording of the Constitution and would limit the powers of the Legislative 
branch of the Government in a manner which the framers of the Constitution 
clearly never intended. 

Such an interpretation, if sustained, will operate against rather than in 
favor of an economical administration of the affairs of the Legislative Assembly. 
In order to provide for the .exigencies and emergencies certain to arise in the 
future, it will be necessary to designate in any Bill providing the specific num- 
ber of employes and maximum number required during such emergency, or to 
enact special legislation on each several occasions. Thus, the time of the Legisla- 
ture would be exhausted by efforts to provide machinery for its operation. 

The Legislative Assembly is directly responsible to the people for the exer- 
cise of the power vested in it and should be the final judge in matters touching 
the conduct of the business peculiarly within its own province. 

We therefore recommend, That, upon further refusal by the State Auditor 
to draw his warrants, payable out of the appropriation for the salaries of the 
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Legislative Employes to the persons and for the sum certified to him by the 
presiding officer and the Sergeant at Arms of the House and Senate respectively, 
steps be taken to present the question to the Supreme Court for its determina- 
tion, to the end that the Legislative branch of the Government may be finally 
and definitely advised as to the powers conferred upon it by the Constitution, and 
that these powers may be exercised without interference from any other depart- 
ment of the Government. MACDONALD, Chairman. 

Macdonald moved that the report of the Committee be adopted and that the 
Committee be continued. Duly seconded and carried and so ordered.

“Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Labor, having had under consideration 
House Bill No. 52, introduced by Mansur, the same being a Bill for an Act en- 
titled, ‘An Act relating to the support of certain destitute women who are 
mothers, and prescribing penalties for those who fraudulently obtain the benefit 
thereof, report the same back to the House with the recommendation that it be 
indefinitely postponed. On motion of Kelly, the report was adopted as read, 

Dwyer from the Committee on Judiciary, reported as follows: 


“Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred House 
Bill No. 45, a Bill for an Act entitled, ‘An Act to amend Sections 6520 and 
6521 of the Revised Codes of Montana for the year 1907, relating to summons in 
Distriat Courts, having had the same under due consideration, beg leave to 
report same back with the recommendation that the Bill do not pass.” On motion 
of Dwyer, the report was adopted as read. 

Kelly from the Committee on Labor reported as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Labor, having had under consideration 
House Bill No. 4, introduced by Hayes, the same being a Bill for an Act entitled, 
‘An Act to provide for the Assistance and Support of Women whose husbands 
are dead or are inmates of some Montana State Institution or who are physically 
or mentally wnuble te work, and who have a child or children dependent for 
support or partly upon their labor, report the same back to the House with the 
recommendation that it do pass.” On motion of Kelly, the report was adopted as 
read and the bill was referred to the Printing Committee. 


Dwyer from the Committee on Judiciary reported as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred House 
Bil! No. 44, a Bill for an Act entitled, ‘An Act to amend Sections 6998 and 7003 
of the Revised Codes of the State of Montana for the year 1907, and to repeal 
Section 7002 thereof, relating to summons in Justice of the Peace Courts, having 
had the same under due consideration, beg leave to report same back with the 
recommendation that the Bill do not pass.” On motion of Dwyer, the report was 
adopted as read. 


Anderson from the Committee on State Boards and Officers reported as 
follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on State Boards and Officers, having 
had under consideration House Bill No. 9, introduced by Hills, being a Bill for 
an Act entitled, ‘An Act relating to the duties, fees and compensation of 
Sheriffs, amending Sections 3139, 3152 and 3167 of the Revised Codes of the State 
of Montana, and repealing Sections 3137 and 3138 thereof,’ report the bill back to 
the House with the recommendation that the same do not pass.” On motion 
of Anderson, the report was adopted as read. 


Einsel from the Committee on Printing reported as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: We, your Printing Committee, to whom was referred the 
printing of House Bill No, 11 and House Joint Resolution No. 1, beg leave to 
report that the same has been returned correctly printed.” 

House Bill No. 11 was thereupon placed on General File. 
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Anderson from the Committee on State Boards and Officers reportic® as 
follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: ‘We, your Committee on State Boards and Officers, having had 
under consideration House Bill No. 23, introduced by Dwyer, being a Bill for an 
Act entitled, ‘An Act providing for the number of deputies allowed all county 
attorneys in counties of the first class, and fixing the amount of their salaries, 
report the Bill back to the House with the recommendation that the Bill do pass.” 

On motion of Anderson, the report was adopted as read, and the Bill was 
referred to the Printing Committee, 

Day of the Committee on Appropriations reported as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Appropriations, having had under 
consideration House Bill No. 59, being a Bill for an Act entitled, ‘An Act provid- 
ing for the payment of deficiency claim for account of Requisitions, also House 
Bill No. 60, being a Bill for an Act entitled, ‘An ‘Act appropriating money for 
the payment of the claim of the Pauly Jail Building Company, for cell work at 
the State Penitentiary,’ also House Bill No. 61, being a Bill for an Act entitled, 
‘An Act appropriating money for the payment of the claim of the Independent 
Publishing Company for printing furnished as provided for by Section 6 of the 
Corrupt Practices Act, also House Bill No. 62, being a Bill for an Act entitled, 
‘An Act appropriating money for the payment of certain claims against the Board 
of Poultry Husbandry,’ also House Bill No. 63, being a Bill for an Act entitled, 
‘An Act appropriating Fifteen and 40/100 ($15.40) Dollars in payment of the

House Bill No. 84, by Gallagher: <A Bill for an Act entitled, “An Act to 
repeal Chapter 79 of the Laws of 1909, relating to the duty of the Sheriff of each 
county to visit, in January and July of each year, every place within his county 
required by law to have a. liquor license, to ascertain if the License Law is being 
violated, to inspect and list licenses and report to the Board of County Commis: 
sioners.’ 

House Bill No. 89, by Gallagher: A Bill for an Act entitled: “An wee to 
regulate the issuance of licenses of retail liquor dealers in cities, towns, villages 
or camps containing a population of less than one hundred.” 
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House Bill No. 90, by Gallagher: A Bill for an Act entitled: “An Act to 
require Deeds, Contracts of Conveyance and Mortgages on real and personal prop- 
erty to express on their face the value in dollars of the consideration involved in 
the Instrument or Transfer.”

House of Representatives—Mr. Speaker: I am directed by the Senate to 
inform your Honorable Body that the Committee on Joint Rules, submitted the 
following report: 

‘Mr. President: Your Joint Committee on Rules respectfully report and 
recommend the following to be adopted as the joint rules of the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly. 

The joint rules of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly to prevail with 
the following amendments : 

Amend Rule No. 12, “Signing of Enrolled Bills by Presiding Officers.” 
Each enrolled bill shall be accompanied by a copy; both the original and the copy 
shall be signed first by the presiding officer of the House in which it originated, 
and then by the presiding officer of the other branch of the Legislative Assembly 
in the presence of their respective Houses while in session. 

Rule No. 14, “Bills for the Governor’s approval” shall be amended as 
follows: 

After the original bill and a copy shall have been signed in each House, they 
shall be presented by the Committee of Enrollment in the House in which the 
bill orginated to the Governor for his approval, taking his receipt therefor, and 
the said Committee shall forthwith report to their Houses the day and hour of 
such presentation, which shall be entered upon the Journal of such House. 

Rule No. 11, “Enrollment of Bills,” shall be amended as follows: 

When a Bill has passed both houses, the enrolling clerk of the House in 
which it originated shall cause to be made an original and duplicate typewritten 
copy of the bill as the same was engrossed, together with its history, free from 
all corrections, erasures, interlineations, defects in orthography and all other 
clerical inaccuracies; the typewriting shall be done with black record ribbon, 
pica type upon plain linen finish paper, size 814 inches wide and 13 inches long; 
paper to weigh sixteen pounds to the ream, with a margin 2 inches at the top, 
and one inch on each side; thirty lines of type to the page, but lines not numbered, 
and the bill shall be covered with blue manuscript cover upon which is written 
in capital letters the number and title. The duplicate shall accompany the original 
through both Houses, and to the Governor, who shall, if approved, sign both the 
original and duplicate. The original shall be filed with the Secretary of State 
and the duplicate with the Clerk of the Supreme Court. 


Rule 24 shall be added and read as follows: 
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The Speaker of the House shall designate one Committee to whom all bills 
relating to Workmen’s Compensation shall be referred, and the President of the 
Senate shall refer like bills to the Compensation Committee of the Senate: all 
Workmen’s Compensation bills introduced in either house shall be considered 
by a Joint Conference Committee composed of the Committees above referred to, 
sett they shall meet upon the call of the Chairman of the Committee from either 

ouse. 

Rule 25 shall be added and read as follows: 

No bills transmitted from the House to the Senate, nor by the Senate to the 
House after the fiftieth day of the Session shall be considered, with the exception 
of the bills considered by a joint conference committee. Bills from said com- 
mittee may be transmitted at any time up to and including the sixtieth Gay. 

Joint Rule No. 19, however, shall be in full force and applicable as to 
Rule No. 25.

“January 14, 1915. 

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Public Morals, in joint session with 
a like Committee of the Senate, having had under consideration certain requests 
made by the Woman’s Civics Study League of Helena, relative to the employment 
of a chaperon for the lady employes of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly, 
beg leave to submit the following report: 

‘The insinuation that such protection is needed to keep these ladies from 
harm is an unwarrented and unjust reflection on their character and on the 
honor of every member of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly. The members 
of both House and Senate are from the best citizenship of Montana, of known 
integrity, and decent reputation. The young women who have been fortunate 
enough to secure positions during this session are respectable, hard working 
girls, whose home lives are without blemish and whose previous reputations 
give no excuse whatever for such suggestions. It is an offense against decency 
and an attack upon everything men and women hold sacred, uncalled for, and 
inexcusable; and we, as a joint committee, unanimously find that there is no 
necessity whatever of any character for such action.” 

On motion of Bent, the report was adopted as read. 

Healey from the Committee on Highways reported as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Highways, having had under con- 
sideration House Bill No. 24, by Rasmussen, being a Bill for an Act entitled: ‘An 
Act to amend Section 4 of Chapter 5 of Chapter 72, being an Act known as the 
‘General Highway Law’ as enacted by the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly 
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of the State of Montana relating to the letting of contracts for bridges and sub- 
mitting plans and specifications for same,’ beg leave to report that the same do 
pass.” On motion of Healey, report was adopted as read and the Bill was 
referred to the Printing Committee. . 

Macdonald from the Committee on Ways and Means, reported as follows:

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

The following message from His Excellency, Governor 8. V. Stewart, was 
received and read: 

“Executive Office, Helena, Montana, January 18, 1915. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives of the Fourteenth Legislative As- 
sembly, Helena, Montana. 

On Friday, the fifteenth instant, the Senate adopted the following motion: 

‘That the Senate Committee on Committees be instructed to name a special 
Committee of Three, who shall proceed at once upon a thorough investigation of 
the departments of the State government, and that on or before the fortieth 
day of this session, this Committee shall report back to the Senate the efficiency 
and the economy as to the administration of each department, and also as to 
the actual need or necessity of the existence of each and every department as 
viewed from the interest standpoint of the entire people of Montana. Their in- 
vestigation shall include, and report thereon be made on all offices, bureaus, 
boards and commissions, the members of which are upon the pay-rolls of the 
State. 

‘In the Committee’s report of their findings to the Senate, they shall submit 

any Bills for remedial legislation in their minds justified by the existing condi- 
tions as found in this investigation. The Committee shall have full power to 
summon witnesses, administer oaths, compel the attendance of any person or 
persons, and have full access to all public records.’ 
In conformity with the terms of the motion, a Committee consisting of Sen- 
ators Dwight, Edwards, and Grande was duly appointed to carry out the pro- 
visions thereof. The Committee has not yet begun its work, and I take this 
opportunity to address your Honorable Body with relation thereto. 


The action of the Senate in this particular is a move in the right direction. 
A careful and complete investigation of all State offices and departments will 
most surely make for both efficiency and economy. ‘Too often the people, and 
the Legislature as well, are unmindful of the fact that the business of the de- 
partments is largely done by mail, or by officers in the field, and the only actual 
knowledge of the methods and means of transacting the business is obtained by 
correspondence, or by conversation with the officials at some place about the 
state other than at the official headquarters. No adequate idea of the actual 
operation of an office of department can be thus obtained. 


I am sure that I voice the wish of every State official, elective or appointive 
when I say to you that we are not only willing to be investigated, but that 
we court the fullest and closest scrutiny of all. We welcome an opportunity 
to have the work of the various officials scanned and appraised at its true worth 
by those who are able and well qualified to pass judgment thereon. If the 
work is up to the standard it will speak for itself; and if it is not of a proper 
degree of excellence, I assure you that we are most anxious to be advised of any 
possible deficiencies. All of this to the end that proper and necessary reforms 
may be wrought out, not alone by Legislative action but by all possible adminis- 
trative and supervisory means. ; 


To justify the maintenance of any department there should be necessity © 
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therefor and efficiency as well as an economical administration thereof. No per- 
son has an inherent right to an office, and no office or department is sacred or 
should exist beyond the period of its usefulness, even though that office were 
created by you two years ago. It is for the law-making body to make such 
changes as may be necessary and expedient. It is for you to say what shall 
or shall not be done. You can only arrive at an intelligent determination of 
these problems after proper investigation. 

The investigation, to be of real value to the State and to the taxpayers, to 
whom we are all ultimately responsible, should be full, comprehensive and fair. 
Partisanship should not obtain in any particular, and personalities should have 
no place. 

No political party has any known monopoly of efficiency and economy. The 
investigation should be impartial and non-partisan. Those engaged should be 
representative of the Legislature at large and thereby, at least indirectly, repre- 
sentative of the people rather than of any party or faction. This must be the 
case in order for the findings and recommendations of the Committee to have 
any convincing character, or to carry such weight with both houses of your 
Honorable Body as to insure subsequent legislative enactment. This phase of 
the question suggests the advisability of having the different political parties 
represented and of having the committee a joint one, with a membership taken 
from both Houses of this Assembly. 

I therefore respectfully suggest to you that the membership of the Com- 
inittee contemplated in the Dwight motion be enlarged by the addition thereto 
of a suitable number of members of the House of Represntatives. 

Permit me to assure you that every official and employe of every department 
of State stands ready and willing to render all possible assistance in the very 
important work under consideration. Many States have permanent efficiency 
commissions. Montana is scarcely ready for such a permanent board, but a very 
good beginning may be made by this committee, and to that end we pledge you 
hearty and full co-operation. 

I again repeat what I said in my message on the second day of this ses- 
sion: ‘This Legislature has an opportunity to make a record in financial effi- 
ciency.’ I sincerely hope this may be so. 

S. V. STEWART, Governor.” 

Macdonald of Flathead offered the following Resolution:

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Honorable Senate of the State of 
Montana be invited to take the initial steps for the appointment of a Joint 
Cominittee which shall undertake the work previously delegated by the Hon- 
orable Senate to a Committee composed exclusively of members of that branch of 
the Legislative Assembly; and 

Be It Further Resolved, That the Chief Clerk of the House be instructed to 
immediately transmit a copy of this Resolution to the President of the Senate 
and also to the Chairman of the Committee heretofore appointed by that Honor- 
able Body. 

Macdonald moved the adoption of the Resolution. Carried.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


The following message was received from His Excellency, the Governor: 
“Executive Office, Helena, Montana, January 21, 1915. 

The Speaker, House of Representatives, Helena, Montana: 

Transmitted herewith is a letter from Dr. W. J. Butler, State Veterinary 
Surgeon of the State of Montana, together with certificate of appraisal of ani- 
mals destroyed during the prevalence of the recent outbreak of the foot and 
mouth disease. 

Your attention is particularly directed to the statement of Dr. Butler that 
the destruction of stock occurred in the protective measures taken to prevent 
the spread of this disease. 

The disease first showed in the States east of us, and was brought into this 
State in shipments of cattle that had passed inspection and were healthy, so far 
as appearances went at the time of shipment, but had in fact been exposed to 
the disease. 

The foot and mouth disease is most contagious and while it is not neces- 
sarily fatal, it is ruinous to stock values. While the animals may not and do 
not always die from the infection, they are so affected as to make them prac- 
tically worthless. 

It is entirely possible that a large number of the animals included in the 
destroyed list would never have contracted the disease had they been allowed to 
go to their ultimate destination within the State of Montana. However, the 
chances were too great and the Government authorities, acting in conjunction 
with our State officials, deemed it wise to take the precautionary measures which 
ensued. Even though some of the animals slaughtered might not have been 
affected, yet if only a small part of the bands that had been exposed had con- 
tracted the disease, they would have spread it to such an extent as to involve 
the stock interests of this State in losses that would have reached into millions 
of dollars—not only in cattle, but in other stock as well. In addition to this, 
it is a demonstrated fact that the disease often attacks human beings, espe- 
cially children. Children usually contract it through the use of milk from af- 
fected cows. 

There is no doubt that the very stringent measures employed stamped out 
the disease in this State and prevented any great spread of it. At the same 
time, the loss involved in the destruction of the cattle owned by the few indi- 
viduals who were unfortunate enough to be caught with exposed stock is neces- 
sarily great. I agree with the State Veterinary Surgean that this State should, 
if the same can be legally accomplished, recompense the owners of stock de-

stroyed, and especially in view of the fact that the Federal Government pays 
one-half of the value. It is not fair to require the owners of stock slaughtered 
to prevent the spread of this disease to bear the whole burden of damage in- 
volved in the prevention of the spread of the disease. All measures employed 
were for the benefit of the general public and for the common good, and as nearly 
as possible, the incident loss should fall upon all alike. 

I therefore respectfully suggest to the Legislative Assembly the justice of 
making suitable reparation to the owners of stock as enumerated in the list fur- 
nished by Dr. Butler. S. V. STEWART, Governor.” 

The foregoing message, together with the attachments thereto, which in- 
cluded a letter from the State Veterinary Surgeon, W. J. Butler, and a certificate 
of appraisal of animals from the United States Department of Agriculture, 
Bureau of Animal Industry, were referred to the Committee on Appropriations.

flict herewith, beg leave to recommend that the said Bill be amended as fol- 
lows: 

Amend Section 2 by striking out the word ‘if’ following the words ‘referred 
to’ in line 7, together with the whole of lines 8, 9, 10, 11, 12 and 113 of said Sec- 
tion and insert the following: 

‘The said Bank or other Banking Corporation herein referred to shall be 
liable for the payment of the said tax. If such is not paid on or before the 30th 
day of November of each year at six o’clock P. M., the said tax shall become de- 
linquent and shall be collected in the same manner and be subject to the same 
laws as all other delinquent taxes.’ 

‘Strike out the whole of Section 3 and re-number the following Sections so 
that Section 4 shall become Section 3, Section 5 shall become Section 4 and Sec- 
tion 6 shall become Section 5.2. And that as so amended, the Bill do pass.’ 

On motion of Macdonald, the report was adopted as read and the Bill was 
referred to the Printing Committee.

and for the security to the County of the payment by said person of the tax 
and lien against said property; providing penalties for the violation of said Act,” ’

That the word ‘County’ in line eleven of Section 3, Page Two between the 
words ‘said’ and ‘may’ be stricken out and the word ‘Board’ be inserted therefor ; 

That in line six, page seven, Secton 14, the word ‘less’ between the words 
‘ot’ and ‘then’ be stricken out and the word ‘more’ be inserted in lieu thereof; 

That in line eleven, page seven, Section 14, the words ‘register of deeds’ be 
stricken out and the words ‘clerk and recorder’ be inserted in lieu thereof; 

That Section 17 be amended by striking out all the words following the word 
‘misdemeanor’ in line eight of said Section; , 


That Section 18 be amended by inserting between the words ‘in’ and ‘the’ in 
line four of said Section, the following ‘the payment of expenses of publication 
and administration and in’; 


That Section 7, page three be amended by striking out the word ‘and’ being 
the last word in line four of said Section and by striking the word ‘fifty,’ being 
the first word in line five of said Section. 


Your Committee further recommends that as so amended, the Bill do pass.”

Graybeal from the Committee on Privileges and Elections reported as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Privileges and Elections, having had 
under consideration House Bill No. 106, being a Bill for an Act entitled, ‘An 
Act to provide a method of voting at General and Primary Elections by Electors 
absent, or expecting to be absent, on the day of any such election, from the 
County in which they are Electors, and making regulations regarding such vot- 
ing,’ beg leave to report that all of Section 1 be stricken out, and the following 
be inserted in lieu thereof: 


‘Section 1. Any qualified elector of this State, having complied with the 
laws in regard to registration, who is absent from the County of which he is an 
elector on the day of holding any general election or primary election for nom- 
ination of candidates for such general election, may vote at any such election, 
as hereinafter provided.’ 

And recommend that the same do pass as amended. On motion of Gray- 
beal, the report was adopted as read and the Bill was referred to the Committee 
cn. Printing.

House convened at 2:00 o’clock P. M.

General Warren thereupon addressed the House and in the most interesting 
manner, recited some of the incidents of Territorial Days and extolled the ex- 
cellent Constitution which was given to the people of Montana.

“Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Printing begs leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

Since the organization of this House, this Committee has experienced no 
little difficulty and annoyance in securing Bills which were referred to this Com- 
mittee for appropriate action. As near as your Committee can understand the 
situation, the Chief Clerk of the House takes the position that the Committee on 
Printing is not entitled to possession of the Original Bills which have been 
acted upon by other standing Committees of the House, but must content itself 
with such copies of the original Bills as the Clerk may, from time to time, fur- 
nish this Committee. The result has been that not only has this Committee been 
subjected to unnecessary delay in furnishing Bills to the printer, but in more 
than one instance, it has sent copies of Bills to the printer, only to later find 
that amendments recommended by standing committees of the House and adopted 
by this House were not incorporated therein. 

This Committee has no desire to send an original Bill to the printing office. 
The Clerical force of the Committee is sufficiently large to enable this Commit- 
tee to promptly make a printer’s copy of all Bills referred to it, provided the 
Chairman of this Committee is allowed the privilege accorded Chairmen of other 
Standing Committees of this House, viz: that of receipting to the Chief Clerk 


for the original Bills which may from time to time be referred to this Committee. 


Your Committee therefore recommends that the Chief Clerk of this House 
be instructed to promptly paste into the original Bill all Committee amendments 
which may he adopted by the House and to deliver to the Chairman of the 
Printing Committee, accepting his receipt therefor, the original of all Bills re- 
ferred to the Printing Committee, to the end that the Printing Committee may 
promptiy have same copied and send a copy of the same to the Printer with the 
least possible delay. Your Committee believes that this procedure is in strict 
accordance with the Rules of this House and with the best parliamentary prac- 
tice.” On motion of Einsel, the report was adopted as read,

Section 1. That Section 6, Article 13 of the Constitution of the State of 
Montana be amended; and that the question of such amendment be submitted to 
the qualified electors ‘of the State of Montana at the next general election. 

Section 2. That Section 6, Article 13 of the Constitution of the State of 
Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 6. No city, town, township or school district shall be allowed to 
become indebted in any manner or for any purpose to an amount, including ex- 
isting indebtedness, in the aggregate exceeding three per centum of the value 
of taxable property therein, to be ascertained by the last assessment for the 
State and County taxes previous to the incurring of such indebtedness, and all 
bonds or obligations in excess of such amount given by or on behalf of such city, 
town, township or school district, shall be void, provided, however, that the Legis- 
lative Assembly may extend the limit mentioned in this Section, by authorizing 
municipal corporations to submit the question to a vote of the tax payers af- 
fected thereby, when such increase is necessary to construct a sewerage system or 
to procure a supply of water for such municipality, which shall own and control 
said water supply and devote the revenues derived therefrom to the payment of 
the debt; provided, however, that the Legislative Assembly may also further 
extend the limits mentioned in this Section by authorizing cities or towns to 
submit the question to a vote of the tax payers affected thereby, when an in- 


crease is necessary to procure, purchase or build, heat, light power plants and 


Street Railway Systems for such cities or towns, which said cities or towns shall 
thereafter own and control said plants or systems and devote the revenues de- 
rived therefrom to the payment of the debt. 

Setion 3. Separate official ballots shall be used at the general election to 
be held in November, 1916, which shall have printed thereon the words: “For 
the amendment to the Constitution relating to indebtedness of cities and towns,” 
and the words: “Against the amendment to the Constitution relating to the in- 
debtedness of cities and towns,” and the elector shall designate his preference 
fer either proposition by marking an “X” before the proposition desired.

Storage receipts must be in such 
form as may be prescribed by the Chief Grain Inspector. No public Warehouse- 
man shall insert in any storage receipt, any language limiting or modifying his 
liabilities or responsibilities as imposed by law.’

“Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Banks and Banking, to whom was re- 
ferred House Bill No. 96, a Bill for an Act entitled, ‘An Act regulating the busi- 
ness of Banking, providing for the creation and regulation of Banking Corpora- 
tions, creating the Department of Banking and prescribing the duties and fixing 





_the salaries of its officers and employes and repealing Title II, Part IV of Divi- 


sion I of the Civil Code of Montana entitled, ‘Banks and Banking Corporations,” 
being the provisions of Sections 3909 to 4015, both numbers inclusive, Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1907, and all Acts amendatory thereof,’ beg leave to report that having 
had same under consideration, they herewith return it to the House with the recom- 
mendation that it do pass as amended. Amend Section 2 by adding thereto the 
following: ‘Provided further, however, that this Act shall not apply to any 
branch bank or banks heretofore established under authority of law and now doing 
business, nor to any person, firm or association now doing a private banking 
business. Provided, however, that said private banks hereinabove referred to shall 
come under all of the provisions of Section, 50 of this Act.’ Amend Subdivision 3 
of Section 6 by striking out the words ‘or to execute or guaranty any bond 


or bonds required by law or to be given in any proceeding in law or equity in 


any of the courts of this State, or any other state, or of the United States.’ 
Further amend Section 6 by striking out Subdivision 10 in its entirety. Further 
amend Section 6 by renumbering Subdivision 11, making it number 10. Amend 
Section S by inserting after the word ‘located’ in line 22 on Page 6, the follow- 
ing: “The expenses of the Superintendent of Banks in making the examinations 
required by this Act shall be paid by the proposed bank, and payment shall be made 
in advance if required by the Superintendent of Banks.” Amend Section 12 by 
striking out, beginning in Line 7, after the word ‘director’ the following: ‘If 
the number of directors named in the articles of agreement shall be five or more 
in number, they shall, at the first meeting of the Corporation, divide themselves 
by ballot into three classes of equal number as may be designated the first, second 
and third classes, of which the first class shall remain in office one year. the 
second class two years, and the third class three years, and at the annual election 
conducted in the manner hereinafter designated, directors shall be elected for a 
term of three years to fill the vacancies created by the retiring class,’ and in- 


serting in lieu thereof the following: “The directors shall be elected for the term 


of one year at the annual meeting of the stockholders, which shall be held in 
January of each year. Further amend Section 12 by striking out the last sen- 
tence and inserting in lieu thereof the following: ‘Such oaths shall be made in 
duplicate, one copy of which shall be transmitted to the Superintendent of Banks 


and filed in his office, and one copy shall be kept on file in the office of the bank.’ 


Amend Section 14 by striking out the figure ‘500’ in line 3 and inserting in lieu 
thereof ‘1000... Amend Section 15 by striking out the word ‘vice-president’ in 
line 2 and inserting in lieu thereof the words ‘one or more vice-presidents,’ and by 
striking out the words ‘assistant cashier’ in line 2 and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following, ‘one or more assistant cashiers.” Further amend Section 15 by 
inserting after the word ‘officer’ in line 11 the following ‘and Secretary.’ Amend 
Section 16, Subdivision 5, by striking out the words ‘Compensation and.’ Amend 
Section 20) by adding thereto the following: ‘Provided, the term, “savings bank” 
as used in this section shall mean any bank organized to do the business specified 
in Section 5 of this Act, only.’ Amend Section 21 by striking out the first 
word, ‘Commercial.’ Amend Section 29 by striking out in line 5. thereof the 
following words, ‘under its by-laws.’ Amend Section 33 by striking out the word 
‘five’ in line 2, and inserting in lieu thereof the word ‘ten.’ Amend Section 34 
by inserting after the word ‘commercial’ in line 1, the words ‘or savings.’ Amend 
Section 42 by inserting in line 1, after the word ‘interest’ the words ‘or commis- 
sion,’ and by striking out the words ‘previous to a dividend,’ at the end of said 
section. Amend Section 48 by adding thereto the following: ‘Provided, the term 
“eommercial bank” as used in this section shall mean a bank organized to do 
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the business specified in Section 4 of this Act, only.’ Amend Section 50 by | 
striking out the first paragraph and inserting in lieu thereof the following: |} 
‘Every bank, except a reserve bank, shall maintain at all times a reserve of at 
least fifteen per centum of its deposit Habilities, of which reserve such portion 
as the Board of Directors may acteeine may be on deposit in banks approved 
by the Superintendent of Banks as reserve banks. A Bank approved by the Su- 
perintendent of Banks as a Reserve Bank must at all times maintain a reserve of 
at least twenty-five per centum of its deposit liabilities, of which such portion | 
as the Board of Directors may determine, may be on deposit in banks approved | 
by the Superintendent of Banks as reserve Banks. Any State or National Bank | 
in a city of the United States designated as g reserve or central reserve city by 
the Comptroller of the Currency or the Federal Reserve Board, or in a city 
of the first or second class in the State of Montana, shall be eligible to designa- 
tion as a reserve bank by the Superintendent of Banks. Such approval or desig- 
nation may be withdrawn or withheld at any time for cause. Further amend 





Section 50 by adding thereto the following: ‘No Bank shall at any time become ~ , 


indebted, either directly or indirectly, for borrowed money or rediscounts in an 
amount in excess of its paid up capital and surplus without first obtaining 
written authority from the Superintendent of Banks.’ ‘Provided that debentures 
or certificates of indebtedness issued by any investment company to run for a 
period of three years or more shall not be included in the *‘Deposit Liabilities” of 
said investment company, as affected by the provisions of this Section.” Amend 
Section 51 so as to read as follows: ‘There is hereby created a State Banking 
Department. The State Examiner shall be ex-officio Superintendent of the 
Department and in the discharge of all the duties imposed by this Act he shall 
be known and designated as the Superintendent of Banks. He shall, if required 
by the Governor, file ah additional bond as Superintendent of Banks in a penal 
sum not to exceed Twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) dollars, with a surety, or 
sureties, to be approved by the governor, conditioned upon the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office as Superintendent of Banks. He shall designate one 
of the deputies of his office as Deputy Superintendent of Banks, who shall, in 
the absence or inability to act of the Superintendent of Banks, have all the powers 
and duties of a Superintendent of Banks. He shall also furnish such bond as the 
Governor may direct when called upon to perform permanently the duties of the 
Superintendent of Banks.’

Amend Section 60 by 
adding thereto the following paragraph: ‘That whenever, in the judgment of the 
Superintendent of Banks, or upon application of any bank, the interests of the 
depositors of any bank can be best subserved by placing a deputy superintendent 
temporarily in charge of such bank, he shall have authority and discretion to do 
so, and that the actual expenses of the Department in connection therewith shall 
be paid by such bank.’ Amend Section 62 by striking out the words ‘fund of the 
Superintendent of Banks’ in the last line of said Section, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words ‘state banking fund.’ Amend Section 65 by striking out the 
first sentence thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the following: ‘All duties 
now required to be performed by, and all responsibilities now imposed upon the 
State Auditor under the laws regulating the business of banking, shall hereafter 
be performed by the Superintendent of Banks, and all papers and reports now on 
file in the office of the State Auditor pertaining to banks are hereby transferred 
to the custody of the Superintendent of Banks.’ Strike out Section 67. Amend 
Sixty-eight by adding thereto the following: ‘The Attorney General, upon in- 
formation furnished by the Superintendent of Banks, shall bring any actions neces- 
sary to enforce the provisions of this Act, and any fine or penalties collected 
under the provisions of this Act shall be paid to the State Treasurer and be 
credited by him to the State Banking Fund.’ Amend Section 69 to read as fol- 
lows: “This Act shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage and 
approval’.”’

On motion of Dwyer, the report was 
adopted as read and the Bill was referred to the Printing Committee. 

Dwyer from the Committee on Judiciary reported as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred House 
Bill No. 235, a Bill for an Act entitled, ‘An Act to amend Section 6312, Revised 
Codes of 1907, relative to the holding of court in Counties where a session of 
Court is not or cannot be held by a Judge thereof, or in any County where the

Section 1. That Section 2 of Article XII of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana be amended and that the question of such amendment be submitted 
to the qualified electors of the State of Montana at the next general election. 


Section 2. That Section 2 of Article XII of the Constitution of the State | 
of Montana be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: The prop- | 


erty of the United States, the State, counties, cities, towns, school districts, 


municipal corporations, and public libraries shall be exempt from taxation; and | 


such other property as may be used exclusively for agricultural and horticul- 
tural societies, for educational or religiots purposes, places for actual religious 
worship, hospitals and places of burial not used or held for private or corporate 
profit, and institutions of purely public charity may be exempt from taxation. 
The Legislative Assembly may authorize the exemption from taxation for a 
period not exceeding five years, the increased valuation of real estate in process 
of reclamation or preparation for cultivation, produced by such reclamation or 
preparation for cultivation, and may also provide for the exemption from taxation 
of evidences of debt secured by mortgages of record upon real or personal prop- 
erty. 

Section 3. That separate official ballots shall be provided at the general 
election to be held in November 1916, which shall have printed thereon the words 
“for the amendment to the constitution relating to exemptions,” and the words 
“against the amendment to the constitution relating to exemptions,” and the

That Section 15 of Article XII of the Constitution of the State 
of Montana be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


‘Section 15. The Board of County Commissioners of each County shall con- — 


stitute a County Board of Equalization and the\ governor, secretary of state, 
state treasurer, state auditor and attorney general shall constitute a State Board 
of Equalization. The duty of the County Board of Equalization shall be to ad- 
just and equalize the valuation of taxable property within their respective 
Counties and all such adjustments and equalization may be supervised, reviewed, 
changed, increased or decreased by the State Board of Equalization. The State 
Board of Equalization may adjust and equalize the valuation of taxable prop- 


erty among the several counties and the different classes of taxable property | 


in the same and in the several counties and between individual taxpayers; su- 
pervise and review the acts of County Assessors and County Boards of Equaliza- 
tion; change, increase or decrease valuations made by County Assessors or equal- 
ized by County Boards of Equalization and has such authority and may do all 
things necessary to secure a fair, just and equitable valuation of taxable prop- 
erty among the Counties and between the different classes of property and in- 
dividuals.’ 

Section 3. Separate official ballots shall be used at the general election to 


be held in November, 1916, which shall have printed thereon, the words, ‘for the. 


amendment to the Constitution, providing for the creation of a County Board of 
Equalization and a State Board of Equalization and defining the powers, author- 
ity and duties of such Boards,’ and the words ‘against the amendment to the Con- 


stitution providing for the creation of a County Board of Equalization and a” 


State Board of Equalization and defining the powers, authority and duties of such 
Boards,’ and the electors shall designate a preference for either of the propositions 
by making an X before the proposition for which such elector desires to vote. 

Section 4. The votes cast for and against the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion above proposed shall be canvassed as provided by the general election laws 
of the State of Montana, for the canvassing of the votes of the electors of the 
State. 

Section 5. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect and be in full force from and after its 
passage and approval,” having been read three several times, was passed by the

To the Honorable State Senate of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Montana: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Senate: 
i We, your Committee appointed under and pursuant to a Resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Dwight on January 15th, 1915, for the purpose of making an 
investigation and report concerning the question of the efficiency and economy 
of the Administration of the State of Montana in its various departments, re- 
spectfully report as follows: 
iz On January the 18th, 1915, subsequent to the adoption of such resolution by 
| your Honorable Body, a resolution was introduced and adopted providing that in- 
) stead of a Senate Committee for the purpose of making the investigation called 
for, there should be a Joint Committee appointed by the House and Senate to 
Diake such investigation, inquiry and report. 
That at the time of the adoption of the last mentioned resolution for a Joint 
Investigation Committee, provision was also made by resolution duly and regu- 
larly adopted by this Body providing for the expenditure of a sum not exceeding 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars with which to defray the necessary expenses 

_ ineurred incident to the employment of an attorney, clerks and accountants re- 
» quired in order to enable any such Committee to render efficient and intelligent 
_ service in the brief time allotted such a Committee. 

That pursuant to the terms and provisions of the said Resolution so adopted 
on January 18th, 1915, providing for a Joint Committee to conduct such investi- 
gation of State affairs, the House of Representatives named the following three 
of its members to act upon such Committee, to-wit: E. C. Day, C. F. Morris 
_ and A. D. Macdonald. 

That, after the appointment so made by the House of Representatives of its 
/ members on such Joint Committee, the said Resolution providing for such in- 
| vestigation was referred by the House to the said Committee by it named on 
» such Joint Investigation Committee, and that said Committee of the House of 
) Representatives held the matter in abeyance without action thereon until the 
{ 5th day of February, 1915, or for a period of fifteen days before taking any action 
| whatsoever respecting the same. , 

That finally on the 5th day of February, 1915, after such procrastination 
| on the part of the Committee named by the House of Representatives, such Com- 
1 mittee made report of concurrence in the said Joint Resolution of the Senate 
1 with amendment proposed which deprived the Joint Committee of the necessary 
/ aid and assistance to enable it to intelligently perform its functions by denying 

such Joint Committee the right to make any expenditures whatsoever for the 

employment of an attorney, clerks or accountants. 
. Subsequently on the 7th day of February, 1915, the Joint Committee duly 
i and regularly convened with a majority of the Committee in attendance and pro- 
i ceeded to a discussion of the question of the Committee’s. power, prerogatives 
| and methods of procedure. That at such Joint meeting the members of the 

Committee of the House of Representatives evinced an inclination and desire to 
| thwart every endeavor made respecting such proposed investigation and advised 
. your Committee that they would be in readiness to attend meetings of the Com- 
mittee whenever called, but that it was a matter entirely in the hands of your 
Committee as to how the investigation should be conducted and the desired facts 
and information obtained. The members of the House of Representatives ap- 
pointed on the Joint Investigation Committee have clearly evinced a disinclination 
to in any manner aid or assist in the probe of State officials and Departments 
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for the purpose of ascertaining the facts respecting the necessity, functions and 


duties of the various State Officers, State Employes, Bureaus and Departments, — | 


and of the expenditure of public funds incident to the operation and maintenance 
thereof. Upon principles of safe and sane business judgment, there should be no 
question or obstacle thrown in the way of a Legislative Committee in determin- 
ating the necessity, efficiency, or extravagance of State administrative depart- 
ments, unless the administrative officers in power fear a disclosure to the pub- 
lic of the facts. 

In consequence of the attitude assumed on the part of the members of the 
Joint Committee named by the House of Representatives, your Committee deter- 
mined that there must be merit in the necessity of a prob of State officers and 
departments contemplated by the said Resolution. However, we have proceeded 
alone in the investigation contemplated with much difficulty and at our indi- 
vidual expense, with the result that your Committee is now in possession of facts 
to convince it beyond peradventure of a doubt of the necessity of such as was 
contemplated by the Dwight Resolution in order that unnecessary expenditures 
of funds of the State of Montana may be curtailed in the administration of the 
affairs of State. 

Our examination discloses that the last Legislative Assembly created more 
useless officers and employes than have ever been provided for by any previous 
Legislative Assembly. Although the State was amply provided with officers and 
employes with which to properly execute its functions and business in the year 
1913, yet the Democratic Legislative Assembly greatly increased the expense of 
the administration of the affairs of State by increase in salaries and employes, 
and by the creation of unnecessary new bureaus, officers and employes with re- 


sulting increase expense to the State. Such unnecessary employment of officers | 


and employes can only be accounted for by reason of a desire on the part of 
the Democratic party to more securely entrench itself in the administration of 
the affairs of the State Government. Your Committee is of the opinion that ir- 
respective of party, politics, the affairs of this State should be conducted alone 
on principles of economy and business judgment. The policy of creating offices 
cr position merely for the purpose of rewarding politicians is condemned. 

The Session Laws of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly clearly show the 
ruthless extravagance of that Body in increasing salaries of existing officers 
and employes and in the creation of new: offices which can in no manner be 
justified upon business principles or on any theory save and except the up- 
building of a political machine. . 

The concentrated effort put forth in an endeavor to prevent an investigation 
ot the business affairs of the State have been such as to astonish the individual 
members: of your Committee, both in their capacity as citizens and in their rep- 
resentative capacity. If there exists no reason or necessity for the examination 
of the various departments and offices of State, and if the records disclose that 
they have been conducted honestly and economically, why should they not one 
and all step forward and invite the closest scrutiny? 

Your Committee are unequivocally of opinion that much can and should be 


done by way of retrenchment in the cost of administration of the affairs of | 
State, and yet to our surprise the House of Representatives without investigation 


or consideration of meritorious retrenchment measures passed by this Body have 
consistently refused to investigate the merits of such measures or to give the 
same approval, and have uniformly reported non-concurrence in such proposed 
legislation. : 

Although the purpose of the Joint Committee has been heralded in the press 
of this State and is a matter of daily discussion at the State Capitol and in the 


city of Helena, no officer or employe of the State has come forward to offer aid | 


or assistance to the Committee or to justify the necessity of any particular of- 
fice or the necessity of the continuance thereof, or of the expenses incident there- 
to, save and except J. M. Kennedy, the Secretary of the Bureau of Publicity. 
The exception in this individual case is so noted by your Committee in com- 
parison with the attitude of other departments, that we have deemed it proper to 
make special notice thereof. He is the only State officer, head of a department, 
or employe, who has approached your Committee and courted investigation and 
inquiry respecting the administration of the affairs of his department in accord- 
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| ance with the terms and provisions of the Joint Resolution providing the creation 
| and authority of your Committee in connection with the proposed Joint Investi- 
| gation of State affairs. Your Comittee has accepted his invitation to examine 
| into the conduct of the business and affairs of his department, and irrespective 
oi politics, is frank to state, that this department is useful and beneficial to the 
State of Montana in the administration of its business and affairs, and that it 
has been conducted economically and efficiently under the direction of its present 
secretary. The views of your Committee with respect to this particular depart- 
| ment must be convincing with regard to the desire of the Committee to be fair 
2 aia in the proposed investigation of the affairs of State irrespective of 
politics.

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In addition to exorbitant expenditures made during the past two years in the 
administration of the affairs of State from the State Treasury, it should be noted 
that additional burdens by way of expenditures not shown by any figures avail- 
able were made by direct tax upon the various counties of the State incident to 
the support of various State Boards and Departments. As an illustration of 
such increased expenditures placed upon counties not shown by State records, 
Missoula County has made statement through its Board of County Commission- 
ers that the expense incident to the administration of State Laws in the year 
1914 was increased $24,000.00 annually. Such increased county expense relates 
more particularly to the administration of the affairs of the Weights and Meas- 
ures, Department, Grain Inspector, Meat and Milk Inspector, Department of Pub- 
lic Health, and the lke. 

The House,members of your Committee have in every manner thwarted the 
investigation proposed by the original Senate Resolution in an endeavor of your 
Committee to make a complete and comprehensive investigation of the affairs 
of State; in consequence whereof we have been compelled to devote our individual 


- 


time and attention and efforts in order to obtain facts and figures to enable us 


to submit an intelligent report. We have been compelled personally at our in- 
dividual expense to employ clerks and assistants to aid us in the conduct of the 
investigation, so as to permit of the presentation of a comprehensive report of 
the subject embraced in the original Resolution and as a result of the investiga- 


tion and inquiry pursued by us we are unqualifiedly of opinion that the Resolu-— 


tion introduced originally was justified. 

In conclusion your ‘Committee hereby recommends the abolishment of the 
present T’ax Commission, the authority of which can only be duplicated in the 
same authority granted by law to the Clerk of the Board of Equalization and a 
completion of the formation of this Department will add 123 employes to the 
present payroll. 

2. The abolishment of the present system in the employment of Deputy 
Sealers of Weights and Measures. 

3. The placing of the management of the Tuberculosis Hospital under the 
direct charge of the officials of the Hospital for the Insane. 

4. The abolishment of the Parole Commissioner. 

5. <A decided reduction in the present Deputy Game Warden force until an 
entire change of the present system in the operation of this department, is pro- 


vided for. 


6. A combining of the four present existing departments now maintained for 
the protection of the livestock industry into one effective organization, on an 
economical basis. 

7. We find under the present system of management three departments 
of State, each maintaining one civil engineer. It is the opinion of your Com- 
mittee that two may safely be dispensed with. \

| mittee on Compensation, being a sub-committee of the Committee on Public Utili- 
| ties and State Commissions was considered. 

Phillips, Chairman of the House Committee and Larson, Chairman of the 
' Senate Committee, reported as follows: 

| “To. the Senate and House of Representatives : ; ' 

| We, your Joint Committee, to whom was referred all compensation laws in- 
troduced in this Fourteenth Legislative Assembly respectfully beg leave to report 


' as follows: 
; After extended hearing at which the representatives of employers and em- 
‘ ployes of the state expressed their views to the Committee on this important sub- 
ject, we are prepared to set forth the reasons which determine our fina] action on 
the subject. Pane 

The primary question submitted to us for determination was whether the 
law which should meet our approval would be elective or compulsory. It was 
argued with much force on behalf of the advocates of the compulsory system 
' that such a law would be more uniform in operation, more far reaching in its

protection of injured workmen and more just to those employers who sought 
to be fair with their employes, than any other system of compensation which we 
might adopt. We concede the force of all these arguments but we are constrained 
to admit that there is a grave doubt as to the constitutionality of any com- 
pulsory law. It was forcefully argued before our committee that the laboring 
people of Montana, who are perhaps more interested than any other class in the 
operation of the law, were willing to take all the chances on the question of the 
law’s constitutionality. 

We cannot support that line of reasoning. First, because we are not 
legislating in the interest of one class of people alone, and secondly, because 
such a statement on the part of the representatives of labor is not wholly sup- 
ported by the facts. We believe that the last thing that an injured workman, 
or his dependents, should desire is uncertain or doubtful compensation which 
might be swept away and leave them divested of all rights by a decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

That there is a difference in the opinion of courts and eminent lawyers upon 





this subject is conceded by all and in view of that fact we believe that we would © 
not be justified in adopting any measure concerning the validity of which such | 


a known doubt exists. For these reasons, and no other, we have endorsed the | 
elective form of compensation, believing that such a law will be in effect com- | 
pulsory, as no prudent employer can afford to refrain from availing himself of 
the provisions of this Act. With this common law and statutory defenses re- 
moved, it would, indeed be hazardous for any employer, operating in any of the 
hazardous occupations, to stand out from under the operation of the law; even if 
he should do so his employes still enjoy much greater right than they do under the 
existing system for in case of injury any such employer could scarcely escape 
responsibility to the injured workman or his dependents. Under the present 
law such an employer will escape liability in a large percentage of the cases of 
injury through availing himself of the defenses of assumption of risk, fellow 
servant doctrine or contributory negligence, but under the law which we propose 
these defenses will all be taken away from him. Further than this, no legisla- 
tive enactment can go without clearly contravening the Fourteenth Amendment 
of the Federal Constitution. 

The second question which we were called upon to determine was the 
schedule of compensation which should prevail in the proposed bill. That we 
found tobe a different problem. The representatives of labor contended for a high 
schedule of compensation, while the employer contended for a more moderate 
schedule. 


In the consideration of this subject, we were not unmindful of the fact that 
the whole subject of compensation laws is in its infancy and that it would be well 
to proceed in this matter with some degree of caution. No compensation 
schedule which this Assembly can adopt will ever reimburse the maimed and in- 
jured employe for his pain and suffering and loss and in common with all right 
thinking people, we regret our inability to endorse a schedule that would be ap- 
proved by our sympathies rather: than our reason. However, if we take into 
consideration the available statistics showing the percentage of accidents in indus- 
tries and calculate therefrom the sums of money to become due under any of the 
proposed compensation laws, the stupendous totals of such compensation when 
reckoned over a period of years will suggest to the most enthusiastic advocate of 
liberal compensation, the necessity of a degree of caution. 


In making any comparison between the drain on industries due to accidents 
under existing conditions and under the operations of a compensation law, it 
should be borne in mind that under the present system relatively very few acci- 
dents are ultimately charged against the employer and even though he is sometimes 
held liable for q large sum in damages, the average by comparison with any sug- 
gested schedule of compensation is very low. In addition to this, under a sys- 
tem of compensation, all accidents extending over a greater period than, two 
weeks will be charged upon him for medical and surgical services. In practical 





operation, under the present condition, the employe who is slightly injured makes | 


no claim for his injuries and suffers his loss, including loss of wages, in silence 
believing that a claim for damages might jeopardize his future employment. | 
Under a: compensation law that condition no longer prevails and the statistics. 
of those states which have a compensation law show a surprising percentage of 
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| all the cost of compensation law is paid for the lesser injuries. We think the 
employes of this State, or at least their representatives before this joint com- 
mittee, failed to give the fact the consideration to which it is entitled. 


A third factor which we took into consideration in arriving at our decision 
is the necessity for legislation that will be so complete and specific in its terms 
as to leave as little as possible to the determination of any court proceedings. 
We are fully convinced that both the employe and the employer want to know 
as nearly as possible their exact rights under any legislation which we adopt. 

On deliberate consideration of all of the foregoing factars, we unqualifiedly 
endorse to you substitutes for Senate Bill number 74 and House Bill No. 136, by 
Hogan and Hliel—the basis of which is Senate Bill Number 74 with amendments 
taken in substance from House Bill Number 136, increasing death benefits, from 
three hundred and fifty to four hundred weeks, thereby adding Five Hundred 
Dollars to the maximum and also compensation in cases of permanent or total 
disability which provided for payments for four hundred weeks by adding Five 
Dollars per week for the remainder of life. 


At the request of the railway employes and with the approval of the repre- 
sentatives of railroads, we have substituted for Section 17(e) the following: 

‘Section 17(e). The provisions of this Act shall not apply to any railroads 
engaged in interstate commerce except that railroad construction work shall be 
included in the subject to the provisions of this Act.’ 


' you to the people of Montana, that this vitally important subject should receive 
| the careful consideration of all of our citizenship and that no spirit of ill will 
or animosity should enter either the public or private discussion of this enact- 
| ment. In order to be most efficiently administered after its enactment it should 
have the vigorous hearty moral support of the entire community, leaving to the 
future such modification and improvements as increasing knowledge will later 
suggest. It is one of the might factors that ought to lead to industrial peace, 
| a condition greatly to be desired by every good citizen. To accomplish that result, 
| however, we should be impartial and dispassionate in our consideration of the sub- 
ject and neither the employer nor the employes should have any public encourage- 
| ment in any effort to discredit whatever may prove to be the final judgment of 
| this Legislative Assembly. 
| The people of the State of Montana expect of this Assembly the enactment 
of a compensation law. We will be derelict in our duty if we fail to enact 
| such a measure. The proposed law is necessarily of great length and any amend- 
ments would have to be considered in their relation to the provisions of the entire 
act, and their proper consideration would require considerable time and, perhaps, 
the recommitment of the bill to a committee. Such a course might imperil the 
final enactment of the law. 

We therefore strongly urge that the bill as approved by your Committee be 
adopted without amendment.”

For many years, gambling in all forms save this one has been pro- 
hibited in this State, and we can see no legitimate reason for the continuance of 
a system of gambling insidious in its character under the promotion of race and 
fair associations. 

If report be true, and it can scarcely be doubted, race track gambling as 
conducted in Montana, brings within its grasp and under its baneful influence 
the youth and women of communities where conducted. 

In the days of licensed gambling in Montana, when the gambling houses 
never closed their doors, the pioneers of Montana, careful of the surroundings of 
woman and watchful of the youth, prohibited the presence of women and minors 
in that character of places. 


Under race track gambling, minors are permitted to become employes of the | 


race and fair associations, to solicit bets and are rapidly being educated to live a 
life unworthy of our best efforts. 

Not alone are the youth being influenced, but the women are permitted to 
minle around the betting ring, where the only result possible is to lower and 
degrade. 

The promoters of race meetings have failed to conduct their business in a 
manner to merit approval. Many of these evils could be eradicated by the man- 
agements. Their own negligent and short-sighted policy, has made the race track 
gambling odious to all. 

Gambling is not necessary to any test of speed, nor to the better breeding 
animals, but if it is so, it should be conducted free from licensed authority and . 
without the aid of those whose only interest is to live without labor. 

To dwell upon the evils of race track gambling is to recite that whichis within 
the knowledge of every senator. No valid reason can be assigned why the State 
should in any instance become a partner or in any event authorize this form to 
longer continue.’

However, we went into the details of the last printing contract made by the 
State and ascertained the following facts: 

That in letting the contract for State printing, no specifications as to quan- 
tity or quality of the articles wanted were given the bidders, the law not spe- 
cifically requiring that this be done. To us it seems that when the very essen- 
tials are omitted necessary to make the proper bid, for bids are made in bulk 
so to speak, it becomes impossible for any one either the bidder or the sub- 
mitter of bids to arrive at an intelligent interpretation of what is wanted or 
what the prices should be and leaves the matter open to any construction that 
either party desires to place upon it. 

From the tabulation of the reports we find that in many instances, none of 
the bidders on the last printing contract made their bids on the quantity or qual- 
ity of the supplies desired, and just how either the bidder or the submitter ar- 
rived at any conclusion in the matter we are unable to determine. 

The laws on the Statute Books relating to State printing are not as explicit 
as they should be, and therefore, we are today submitting a Bill which it is 
believed will obviate the necessity of further investigation of these contracts.’

“Executive Office, Helena, Montana, March 1, 1915. 

The Speaker, House of Representatives, Helena, Montana: I return here- 
with House Bill No. 14, being ‘An Act to repeal Chapter 92 of the Session Laws 
of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana,’ etc., without my 
approval and with my objections thereto. 

It is with great reluctance that I take this action, but the importance of 
the general subject of the bill and the peculiar conditions existing with refer- 
ence thereto make it imperative, in my opinion, that I should withhold my ap- 
proval of the measure as presented to me. 

The bill is short and, to the lay mind, very simple. Yet one has only to 
investigate the statutes of Montana to appreciate that approval of the bill would 
effect serious and far-reaching results—results that might be most disastrous 
and might inflict irreparable injury and considerable loss to the State and some 
of the citizens thereof. 

When the bill first came to my notice, I assumed that its sole purpose 
was and could only be to abolish the contemplated office of Chancellor of the 
University of Montana. The arguments and discussions thereof as they obtained 
in both houses were confined to the question whether the State should employ 
a Chancellor. It is evident that those who urged the passage of the bill had no 
other end in view, or at least expressed no other purpose. 

In my view, the question of Chancellor or no Chancellor is a very important 
one. I have given it serious thought, this consideration extending over qa period 
of two years. I have been brought to realize that the vast sums appropriated for 
higher edneation in Montana constitute a very material part of the total ex- 
penditure of the State, and absorb much of the income. There has been much 
talk of economy at this session, and there should be economy, without loss of effi- 
ciency, of course; yet few stop to realizs that the larger economies must be 
made in the matter of the larger operations of the State. 

Last year the State tax of two and one-half mills yielded the State the sum 
of $935,395.04. The four Institutions or Departments located at Missoula, Butte, 
Dillon and Bozeman, for the year beginning November 30, 1913, and ending No- 
vember 30, 1914, disbursed the sum of $199,163.90, an amount to twenty-one 
per cent. thereof. In addition to that, they disbursed the total amount received 
from interest and income on land grants belonging to the State institutions, and 
which amount represented the very considerable sum of $131,136.36. Nor is that 
all for the Federal Government contributed the sum of $50,000 toward the main- 
tenance of the Agricultural College department and the sum of $30,000 for the 
use of the Experiment Station at Bozeman and the Dry Farming Experiment 
Stations in the different parts of the State. Very few people realize the magni- 
tude of the expenditures made for the purposes indicated. 

Montana’s population is conservatively estimated at 500,000. Many think 
we have more than that number of people. The average daily attendance in the 
four institutions during the year beginning November 30, 1913, and ending No- 
vember 30, 1914, being the same period covered by the expenditures mentioned, 
was 1,042, or approximately one-fifth of one per cent. of the population of the 
State. It has been impressed upon me that the expenditure of so large a per- 
centage of the State’s available means for the education of so small a fraction 
of one per cent. of the people of the State should be a matter of much concern, 
and I give you these facts for what they are worth. 

The operation of our system of higher education should be characterized 
by sound business judgment and common sense. If college instruction is to in- 
culeate practical principles, it should be imparted practically and under favorable 
circumstances. In addition to that the ability of the State to furnish the funds 
for maintenance should be taken into consideration. The sole aim should be to 
provide the best instruction that can be obtained and on the most favorable terms 
to the State. The ‘pork barrel’ idea should be discouraged. To my mind it would 
not be extravagant or ‘vulgar’ or in any manner inimical to the cause of real 
education to place at the head of the system in Montana a supervising executive, 
be he called Chancellor or what not, but vested with the authority and power 
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to direct the affairs of the departments of higher education. ‘The functions of 
such an official can be easily comprehended when we reflect upon the fact that 
in the past two years these institutions or departments have been maintained at 
an expense of three-quarters of a million dollars, and if the recommendation of 
the appropriation committee of this House are adopted, the next two years will 
witness an expenditure of more than a full million dollars for the purpose indicated. 

Nevertheless, the necessity for a Chancellor is a debatable question and was, 
as I said, debated to the exclusion of all other phases of the bill under consid- 
eration. ‘lo my mind, as I now contemplate the bill in its legal bearings, the 
Chancellorship is submerged. The bill seeks to repeal Chapter 92, Laws of 
1913, and that without offering to substitute anything in lieu thereof. If that 
repeal would work nothing but the abolition of the Chancellor, it would be simple. 

The Higgins Bill in reality repeals the names, the designations, the identity 
of the University and its component parts. Chapter 92, Laws of 1913, repealed 
the statutes giving to each institution a separate name. From the first day of 
July, 1915, under the terms of that Jaw, there was no Agricultural College, no 
State Normal College, no State School of Mines, and no University in the sense 
that the same had existed prior to that time. Each institution was terminated 
as a separate entity and merged into a greater one, designated and legally named 
‘University of Montana.’ 

This is a serious matter. The founders of these institutions placed great 
reliance on the names and in Section 668, Revised Codes, provided a punishment 
for any infringement of the name ‘University of Montana.’ Likewise, Section 
111 of the General School Laws, 1913, reads as follows: ‘All donations, grants, 
gifts or devises: made to any of the institutions named herein shall be made to 
such institution in its legal name, and if made to any officer or boards of such 
institution, the same shal] be immediately transferred by such board or officer 
to such institutions.’ 

If this bill should become a law, the institutions would still have form and 
substance but no tangible being, no legal designation, no corporate existence. It 
is evident that this feature of the matter has impressed the distinguished Senator 
from Missonla county since the passage of the Higgins Bill through the Houses, 
as he has introduced a Bill (Senate Bill No. 181) in which he seeks to correct 
the condition that must inevitably result if House Bill No. 14 becomes a law. 
However that may be, I cannot assume that the Brower Bill will become a 
law, and am compelled to consider the Higgins Bill as it comes to me. 

In another important matter pending at this session, to-wit: The matter 
of the creation of new counties, a similar repeal bill was passed through the 
House, known as the Wells Bill (House Bill No. 11), but it was held up in the 
Senate for the good and sufficient reason that no adequate law to take the place 
of the one in effect was assured of passage. The reasons were good and I think 
are equally applicable in this case. 

And yet the Joss of the names of the institutions is not all that would 
result. There would still be a most serious difficulty in the way even if the 
Brower Bill should follow this bill and both should become laws. Senate Bill No. 
92. Laws of 1913, repealed all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict therewith, 
save and except that it attempted to save Chapters 73 and 120 of the Laws of 
1909—the former of which contained nearly all of the law prescribing the powers 
and duties of the State Board of Education. This would have been well and good 
but for the fact that the general educational bill passed by the Thirteenth Legis- 
lative Assembly. Chapter 76, repealed said Chapter 73 of the laws of 1909, in 
specific terms and re-enacted such powers and duties as are therein prescribed ; 
but there being no saving provision as against the terms of the general educa- 
tional law, the so-called Leighton law must control and repeal wherever there is 
conflict. : 3 

You will very readily see that there is much room for serious apprehension 
in this whole matter. For instance, the Leighton Law defines the manner of 
granting diplomas and conferring degrees. The Higgins Bill would destroy that 
statutory authority. The distinguished author of House Bill No. 14, Mr. Higgins, 
is also the author of House Bill No. 150, approved February 15, last, which is 
now a law. That law provides that the holder of a diploma from the Law De- 
partment of the University of Montana shall be admitted to practice law without 
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the examination required of other applicants. By House Bill No. 14 the Uni- 
versity as a legal entity is put out of business and the right to give diplomas is 
wiped away, and the student who finishes the course at the law department will 
find himself without legal evidence to convince the Supreme Court that he is 
entitled to the certificate of admission to the bar contemplated in House Bill 
No. 150. 

The general school law of 1913, approved two days before the Leighton Bill, 
provides that graduates of the State Normal and the University may qualify to 
teach in the schools of Montana by filing their diplomas with the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. Just what effect the absolute repeal of the 
law providing for diplomas would have on this subject I am not prepared to say, 
but I do seriously object to seeing the rights of any of the teachers of this 
State in any way imperiled. 

I come now to what may well be considered as another vital fault in this 
bill. To enact the Higgins Bill (House Bill No. 14) and the Brower Bill (Senate 
Bill No. 181) would still leave the State Board of Education with curtailed 
power. Of course, if it is the desire of those interested to divest that Board 
of authority and to give the local officers greater latitude, then the object sought 
would be attained, but I am not ready to believe that the members of this Legis- 
lature are ready to take such a step. The Constitution of the State contem- 
plates control of the institutions by the State Board of Education, but leaves 
the conditions of the control to the Legislature. To change the system and enact 
a full and comprehensive law defining the powers of the Board ought not be 
done in the hurry and bustle of the closing days of a busy session, and should 
not be tacked on to some bill as an amendment, or as a rider, without time to 
consider. 

I doubt if the members of either house really thought that there was any- 
thing more than the Chancellor involved in House Bill No. 14 when they had it 
under consideration. They did not realize that the right to administer affairs 
under the State Board of Education might be involved, or that the right to claim 
appropriations might be questioned on account of the lack of legal designation. We 
all know that the Federal Government is very technical in the matter of author- 
ity, and it is possible that appropriations might be involved; but who thought 
of that when this bill was before you? 

When. it became evident to me that I should be called upon to act upon this 
bill, I sought legal information and to that end directed a query to the Attorney 
General of the State of Montana, relative to the effect of the repeal. Judge W. 
H. Poorman, Assistant Attorney General of the State of Montana, a very dis- 
tinguished jurist and sound lawyer, has investigated the matter and I take great 
pleasure in incorporating his opinion herein. The opinion treats the matter in 
such a clear and convincing manner that it convinced me of the gravity of the 
situation and I am sure that you will be greatly benefitted and clearly in- 
formed as to the bill. The opinion follows: 

‘We acknowledge receipt of your favor of the 22nd instant, submitting for 
the consideration of this department the question: 

‘“‘What will be the legal status of the different state educational institutions, 
now included in the University of Montana, in the event of the repeal of Chapter 
92, of the Session Laws of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly, and the failure 
to enact other legislation relating thereto?” 

The provisions of the Statute relating to the educational institutions of the 
State covering a period of about twenty-five years are somewhat fragmentary, and 
not always harmonious or consistent. 

In Section 11 of Article XI of the State Constitution, it is provided: 

“The general control and supervision of the State University and the various, 
other state educational institutions, shall be vested in a State Board of Hducenae 
whose powers and duties shall be prescribed and regulated by law.” 

This Section of the Constitution does not confer any authority or impose any 
duty upon the State Board of Education, except to denominate it as the moving 
power to carry into action legislative commands, respecting various state educa- 
tional institutions. All powers of the Board must be prescribed and all duties. 
imposed must come from written law in either general or specific terms. . 

Various educational institutions: have been established, as the “UNIVERSITY 
OF MONTANA,” at the city of Missoula, Section 669, Revised Codes; the 
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“AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA,” at the city 
of Bozeman, Section 732, Revised Codes: The “MONTANA STATE SCHOOL OF 
MINES,” located at Butte, Section 691, Revised Codes; and The “MON'TPANA 
STATE NORMAL COLLEGE,” at the city of Dillon, Section 772, Revised Codes. 

In certain supplemental and isolated pieces of legislation, and in advertise- 
ments and letter-heads, these institutions are referred to by various and varying 
names, but the above are the names and designation given them by positive 
statutory law, and are, for that reason, the only names on which we may rely 
in dealing with them. 

In obedience to the spirit and intent of the State Constitution, and of the 
Enabling Act, the Legislature has not only established these institutions, but has 
prescribed and regulated the powers and duties of the State Board of Education 
with respect thereto. Many of the provisions of the Statute relating to the 
powers and duties of the Board were collected and incorporated in Chapter 73 of 
the Session Laws of 1909, and the Sections of the Code named therein were 
repealed. 

On March 12, 1913, Chapter 76 of the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly was 
approved and took effect as a law on that day. This Act specifically repealed 
said Chapter 73 of the Laws of 1909, and all other Session Laws and Sections 
of the Codes, relating to the powers and duties of the State Board of Education, 
and by its own provisions, prescribed all the powers and duties then thought 
necessary to be exercised by the Board. In this Act of 1913 (Ch. 76), the names 
of the institutions were preserved, and the State Board was given authority, 
among other things, to grant diplomas, confer degrees, etc. Under all laws prior 
to the enactment of Chapter 92, 1913, the Board dealt with each of the insti- 
tutions as an entity, separate and distinct from every other institution. 

On March 14th, 1913, Chapter 92, of the Session Laws of the Thirteenth 
Legislative Assembly, was approved and took effect as a law on that day. This 
latter Act provides that.all these various state educational institutions herein 
named, shall be amalgamated as one entity, known as ‘“‘SUNIVERSITY OF MON- 
TANA,” and all conflicting laws are repealed. Hence all laws relating to the 
separate names of these institutions are repealed, and they no longer have any 
names or designations, except the “UNIVERSITY OF MONTANA,” ard for 
specific reference the name of the department is added. Nor has the State 
Board any power or authority to act in any other name, either in the granting 
of diplomas, adopting rules, prescribing standards of promotion, or otherwise. 
In Section 7 of said Chapter 92, reference is made to Chapter 73 of the Session 
Laws of 1909, in such manner as to justify the conclusion that it was the intent 
to extend the provisions of that Chapter, but said Chapter 73 was repealed prior 
to the enactment of said Chapter 92, and hence did not exist at that time. A 
law cannot be extended by reference to its title. 

“No law shall be revised or amended, or the provisions thereof extended by 
reference to its title only, but so much thereof as is revised, amended or ex- 
tended shall be re-enacted and published at length.” Section 25, Article V, State 
Constitution. 

The only power and authority the State Board now has, with reference to 
the matters dealt with in said Chapter 92, Laws of 1913 are contained in the 
provisions of that Act—all inconsistent Acts having been repealed—and the re- 
peal of that Chapter would not have the effect of reviving former Acts by it 
repealed. ; stil, 

The laws permitting these institutions to continue as separate and distinct 
entities are repealed. The laws authorizing the State Board to grant diplomas 
to graduates of these separate entities are repealed, and the repealing Act (Chap- 
ter 92. Session Laws 1913) provides that such diplomas shall be issued in the name 
“UNIVERSITY O MONTANA.” If now this repealing Act is itself repealed, 
without a saving clause of some kind, and we apply to the law, the same rules 
of construction that are applied to other laws, there will not exist any statutory 
authority for the issuance of diplomas in any name whatsoever. If this right 
continued at all, it would be by virtue of the law of necessity, not by virtue of 
any statutory provision. 

The effect of the repeal of said Chapter 92, Laws 1913, without other legisla- 
dive enactment would be to leave the State Board of Education without any 
statutory authority or direction whatsoever, as to all the things dealt with in 
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said Chapter 92 as matters of substantive law, for all laws inconsistent with 
those provisions would be repealed, and would not be revived by the repeal of this 
Chapter. Not all of the powers and authority granted to the State Board of 
Education would be abrogated by the repeal of thie Chapter, but the Board has 
no authority to give a legal name to any state institution, except to give it a 
designation for its own convenience, and a diploma granted by the Board, without 
authority of law, could have no greater weight than an item of evidence that the 
person to whom it was issued had pursued a certain course of study for a cer- 
tain time. 

The repeal of said Chapter 92 would not dissolve any of these institutions 
for the law of their creation is not any part of that chapter, but their legal desig- 
nation, so far as the name is concerned, would be gone. Just what, if any effect, 
this would have on grants of money annually made by the general government 
to the Agricultural College of the State of Montana cannot now be conjectured. 
Neither the law of necessity nor the law of inference, with reference to the State 
institutions is necessarily controlling on the general government; nor is it neces- 
sarily advisory thereto; nor is it controlling in the construction by a state court 
of any question arising with reference to any grant, devise or bequest made to 
any of these institutions designated therein by their former name.

That any injury can be worked in leaving the law as it now stands is impos- 
sible. All of the institutions have prospered in the last two years. The president 
01 the University at Missoula claims phenomenal growth, and all of this under 
the present law. The matter of the Chancellor is in your hands. No chancellor 
is likely to work for nothing. So far no provision has been made for the salary 
and expenses of a Chancellor. If no action is taken along that line by this Legis- 
lature it is scarcely likely that the members of the State Board of Education, 
although a majority of them voted in favor of the employment of such an offi- 
cial, will go into their own pockets to defray the expense thereof. 

In submitting this, my first veto of the session, I do so with the desire that 
you may receive the same in the spirit in which it is transmitted, that is with 
entire good will and in the hope that the suggestions herein made may be of 
value to all who are called upon to vote again upon a measure which is much 
more important and far-reaching than was thought when it was in process of 
passage through your honorable body in the first instance. I have the keenest 
desire that the educational institutions of the State shall win to the highest pos- 
sible point of efficiency; and, feeling thus, I cannot permit, without protest, the 
passage of any law that has in it the possibility of crippling these institutions 
and bringing about a chaotie condition that may require years to correct. For 
these reasons I am compelled to disapprove House Bill No. 14,

assets and wind up the affairs of such bank as provided in this Act for the 
liquidation of banks.’ 


Amend Section 60 by striking out all of said Section and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: 

‘Section 60. If the chief deputy, or any examiner shall have knowledge of 
the insolvency or unsafe condition of any bank mentioned in this Act and that 
it is unsafe or inexpedient to permit such bank to continue in business, and shall 
neglect to forthwith report such facts in writing over his signature to the super- 
intendent of banks, he shall be guilty of a felony. 

If the superintendent of banks shall have knowledge of the insolvency or 
unsafe condition of any bank mentioned in this Act, and that it is unsafe or 
inexpedient to permit such bank to continue business, and shall neglect to forth- 
with take action as provided in this Act, he shall be guilty of a felony. 

Whenever the superintendent of banks shall become satisfied that the 
capital of any bank is impaired or reduced below the amount required by its 
Articles of Incorporation and the provisions of this Act, or below the amount 
certified to the superintendent of banks as paid in, he shall have the power to 
require such bank under his hand and seal of office to make good such impair- 
ment or deficiency within sixty days after the date of such requisition. He 
may examine or cause to be examined any such bank to ascertain the amount. 
of such impairment or deficiency of capital and whether the deficiency has been 
made good as required by him. 

Tf it shall appear to the superintendent of banks that any bank has violated 
its Articles of Incorporation, or any of the provisions of this Act, he must, by 
an order under his hand and official seal, addressed to such bank, direct the dis- 
continuace of such violation; or, if it shall appear to the superintendent of banks 
that such bank is conducting business in an unsafe and injurious manner, he 
must in like manner direct the discontinuance of such unsafe and injurious prac- 
tices. Such order shall require such bank to show cause, before the superinten- 
dent of banks, at a time and place to be fixed by him, why such order shall not 
be observed. If upon such hearing it shall appear to the superintendent of banks 
that such bank is conducting business in an unsafe and injurious manner, or-is 
violating its Articles of Incorporation, or any of the provisions of this Act, then 
the superintendent of banks shall make such order of discontinuance final, and 
such banks shall immediately discontinue all practices named in such order by 
the superintendent of banks. Such banks shall have ten days after any such 
order is made final in which suit may be commenced to restrain the enforcement 
of such order, and unless such action be so commenced and enforcement of such 
order be enjoined within ten days, by the court in which such suit is brought, 
then such bank shall comply with such order; and in the event of its failure so 
to do, then the superintendent of banks shall have power to take immediate 
charge and control of such bank, and liquidate its affairs in the manner provided 
for in this Act, for the liquidation of banks. In any such action, no damage 
may be awarded, but the action otherwise shall be commenced,, tried and deter- 
mined according to the provisions of the Code of Civil Procedure of Montana. 
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In any case where the capital of a bank shall have become impaired or re- 
duced below the amount required by the provisions of this Act, or by its 
Articles of Incorporation, the board of directors of such bank shall have the 
power to make a pro rata assessment upon all the stock of such bank to make 
good such deficiency and may provide that the amount of such deficiency shall 
be due and payable at a time to be fixed by such Board of Directors, which time 
shall not be less than ten days after such notice of such assessment, and if any 
stockholder shall fail or neglect to pay the amount of the assessment against 
the stock held by him for ten days after the same shall have become due and 
payable, the directors of such bank may offer such stock for sale*and sell the 
same at public sale upon ten days’ notice to be given by posting copies of such 
notice of sale in five public places in the town, village or city where such bank 
is located. Upon such sale, the purchaser shall forthwith pay the amount of the 
assessment against such stock. The amount received from the sale of such stock, 
less the cost and expenses of such sale, shall be paid to the original owner of 
such stock. 

Whenever the superintendent of banks shall have reason to conclude that any 
bank is in unsound or unsafe condition to transact business for which it is or- 
ganized, or that it is unsafe or inexpedient for it to continue business, the super- 
intendent of banks may forthwith take possession of the property and business 
of such bank, and retain such possession until such bank shall resume business, 
or its affairs be finally liquidated, as herein provided. 

On the taking possession of the property and business of any such bank or 
banking corporation, the superintendent of banks shall forthwith give notice of 
such fact to any and all banks or banking corporations holding or in possession of 
any assets of such bank. No bank or banking corporation knowing of such taking 
possession by the superintendent of banks, or notified as aforesaid, shall have 
a lien or charge for any payment, advance or clearance thereafter made, or liabil- 
ity thereafter incurred, against any of the assets of the bank whose property and 
business the superintendent of banks shall have taken possession as aforesaid. 
Such bank may, with the consent of the superintendent of banks, resume busi- 
ness upon such conditions as may be approved by him. 

Upon the taking possession of the property and business of such bank, the 
superintendent of banks is authorized to collect moneys due to such bank, and 
to do such other acts as are necessary to conserve its assets and business, and 
shall proceed to liquidate the affairs thereof as hereinafter provided. The super- 
intendent shall collect all debts due and claims belonging to it, and upon order 
of the District Court, may sell or compound all bad or doubtful debts, and on 
like order, may sell all the real and personal property of such bank and on such 
terms as the court shall direct; and may, if necessary to pay the debts of such 
bank, enforce the individual liability of the stockholders by action to be brought 
within three years after the date of his taking possession of the affairs of such 
bank. 

The superintendent of banks may, under his hand and official seal, appoint 
one or more special deputy superintendents of banks, as agent or agents, to as- 
sist him in the duty of liquidation and distribution, the certificate of appointment 
to be filed in the office of the superintendent of banks, and a certified copy in 
the office of the clerk of the district court of the county in which the principal 
office of such bank is located. 


The superintendent of banks may, from time to time, authorize a special 
deputy superintendent to perform such duties connected with such liquidation 
and distribution as the superintendent of banks may deem proper. The super- 
intendent of banks may employ such counsel and procure such expert assistance 
and advice as may be necessary in the liquidation and distribution of the assets 
of such banks, and may retain or dismiss such officers and employes of such bank 
as he may deem necessary. The superintendent of banks shall require from spe- 
cial deputy superintendents and from such assistants, such security for the faith- 
ful discharge of their duties as he may deem proper. 

The superintendent of banks shall cause notice to be given by advertisement 
in such newspapers as he may direct, weekly for three consecutive months, call- 
ing on all persons who may have claims against such banks, to present the same 
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to the superintendent of banks and make legal proof thereof, at a place within 
and a time not more than six months after the last day of publication, m0 be 
therein specified. 

The superintendent of banks shall mail a copy of such notice to all persons 
whose names appear as creditors upon the books of such bank. If the superin- 
tendent of banks doubts the justice and validity of any claim, he may reject the 
same and serve notice of such rejection upon the claimant, either by mail or 
personally. An affidavit of the service of such notice shall be prima facie evi- 
dence thereof and shall be filed with the superintendent of banks. An action 
upon a claim so rejected must be brought within six months after such service 
Claims presented after the expiration of the time fixed in the notice to creditors 
shall be entitled to share ratably in the distribution to the extent of the assets 
in the hands of the superintendent of banks, equitably applicable thereto. 

Upon taking possession of the property and assets of such bank, the super- 
intendent of banks shall make an inventory of the assets of such bank in dupli- 
cate, one to be filed in the office of the superintendent of banks, and one in the 
office of the clerk of the district court of the county in which the principal office 
of such bank is located. Upon the expiration of the time fixed for the presenta- 
tion of claims, the superintendent of banks shall make in duplicate a full and 
complete list of the claims presented, including and specifying such claims as 
have been rejected by him, one to be filed in the office of the superintendent 
of banks, and one in the office of the clerk of the district court of the county in 
which the principal office of such banks is located; such inventory and list of 
claims shall be open at all reasonable times for inspection. 


The compensation of the special deputy superintendents, counsel and other 
officers and assistants, and all expenses of supervision and liquidation, shall be 
fixed by the superintendent of banks on notice to such bank, and shall upon his 
certificate, be paid out of the funds of such bank in his hands. 


The sums collected by the superintendent of banks shall, from time to time, 
be deposited in one or more banks located in this state and approved by the 
superintendent of banks, 

At any time after the expiration of the date fixed for the presentation of 
claims, the superintendent of banks may, out of the funds remaining in his hands 
after the payment of expenses, declare one or more dividends, and after the ex- 
piration of one year from the date of the first publication of notice to creditors 
he may declare a final dividend. 


Objection to any claim not rejected by the superintendent of banks may be 
made by any party interested, by filing a copy of such objection with the super- 
intendent of banks, who shall present the same to the district court of the county 
in which such bank has its principal place of business, with a petition that said 
court pass upon the validity of such claims; and such court shall thereupon, 
upon such notice to the party presenting the same and to the superintendent of 
banks, as the court may deem proper, accept or reject said claim, and the super- 
intendent of banks shall observe the order of the court in that regard; provided, 
however, that should the claim be rejected, such rejection shall not exclude the 
claimant from bringing an action upon such claim within six months after such 
rejection. 


Upon the petition of the superintendent of banks, such court may make 
proper provisions for unclaimed deposits. 


Whenever any such bank, of whose property and business the superintendent 
of banks has taken possession as aforesaid, deems itself aggrieved thereby, it 
may at any time within ten days after such taking possession, and not there- 
after apply to the district court of the county in which the principal office of 
such bank is located, to enjoin further proceedings; and said court, after citing 
the superintendent of banks to show cause why further proceedings shall not be 
enjoined, and upon hearing the allegations and proofs of the parties, and deter- 
mining the facts may upon the merit, dismiss such application, or enjoin the 
superintendent of banks from further ‘proceedings, and direct him to surrender 
such business and property to such bank. 
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Hither party aggrieved by the judgment rendered thereon may appeal there- 
fron) the Supreme Court, as in other cases of appeal thereto from judgment of 
a district court. | 

An appeal as above provided shall operate as a stay of the judgment of the 
district court, and no bond need be given if the appeal be taken by the super- 
intendent of banks, but if the appeal be taken by such bank, a bond shall be 
given, as required by the Code of Civil Procedure of Montana. 

Whenever the superintendent of banks shall have paid to each and every de- 
pesitor and creditor of such bank (not including stockholders unless the by-laws 
of such bank provides for such) whose claim or claims as such creditor or de- 
positor shall have been duly approved and allowed the full amount of such claims, 
and shall have made proper provisions for unclaimed and unpaid depositor divid- 
ends and shall have paid all expenses of the liquidation, the superintendent of 
banks shall call a meeting of the stockholders of such bank by giving notice 
thereof for thirty days, in one or more newspapers published in the county 
where the principal office of such bank is located. 

At such meeting the superintendent of banks shall appear and deliver to 
the stockholders all the property, effects and records of such bank, and upon such 
transfer and delivery he shall be discharged from any and all further liability to 
such bank and its creditors. And thereupon the bank shall be in the same posi- 
tion as though it had never been authorized to transact a banking business and 
such bank, by fulfilling the requirements of this Act, and of the superintendent 
of banks, can thereafter be authorized to resume the conduct of its business as 
a bank. 

All proceedings by any bank to enjoin the superintendent of banks in the 
discharge of his duties shall be had in the county where such bank is located or 
in the Supreme Court of the State.’

‘A public hearing was had on the bill, at which the representatives of the 
various telephone and railroad companies, the Montana Power Company and 
the Electrical Workers, appeared. 

The bill undertakes to regulate the nature of appliances and character of 
construction work which shall be used in the carrying of electricity for the pur- 
pose of light, heat and power. It is designated to protect workmen engaged in 
the hazardous work in connection with the construction and repair of electrical 
transmission lines. 

In addition to this, the bill specified the voltage which may be carried under 
certain specified conditions at all crossings of other lines and in certain cities 
and towns. It is technical in its terms and your Committee frankly acknow]l- 
edges its inability to pass upon the reasonableness or lack of reasonableness of 
the provisions contained therein. 

The representatives of the Milwaukee railroad objected to the measure on 
the ground that it would call for a great deal of new material in the proposed 
electrification of said road without materially adding to the safety of either the 
workmen or the general public. It was pointed out to the Committee that the 
road had ordered its poles and other equipment and that the enactment of this 
law might impose upon that company a greatly added cost and specific illustra- 
tions were used to show that the additional cost would add nothing in the way of 
safety. 

The telephone and railroad companies interposed vigorous objections to the 
provisions contained in Section 27 on the ground that the maximum voltage, to- 
wit: 15,000 volts, was so high that it would be impossible for them to protect 
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their lines or the general public under the conditions set out in the bill. It was 
urged with much force that the enactment of *this law and the form in which it is 
proposed might seriously imperil, in some instances, the lives and property of the 
general pubiic as well as the interested parties. 

After hearing all of the arguments presented on this subject, your Com- 
mittee is of the opinion that while the companies engaged in the operations and 
construction of electrical lines generally are endeavoring to adopt such rules, 
regulations and system of construction as are necessary to make the lives of their 
employes as safe as may reasonably be done, in view of the natural hazards of 
the business, yet there igs still need of some direction and regulation on the part 
of the state, not only on behalf of the employes but as a matter of safety to the 
general public. 

In no branch of modern industry are the changes more rapid and far- 
reaching than in this same line of electrical construction. What would be propez 
construction today might be rendered obsolete in the near future by reason of 
increased knowledge and improved methods, 

The consideration of all of these factors has led your Committee to recom- 
mend that this subject be referred to the Public Utility Commission and to the 
Industrial Accident Board, which shall have charge of the administration of the 
safety provisions of the recently enacted compensation law. Under the pvro- 
visions of the last named Act, the lives of the workmen can be protected to at least 
as great a degree as would be possible through the enactment of the proposed 
law, while still permitting an adjustment of rulés and regulations to meet the dif- 
ferent needs of different portions of the State, and also the future changes in the 
business itself. 

For the foregoing reasons, the Committee recommends that House Bill No. 
170 be not concurred in.’ Report adopted.

mencing March Ist, 1915, and ending February 28th, 1917,’ beg leave to make the 
following report: 

In line 12 of the printed Bill we recommend that the Senate recede from the 
amendment. 

In lines 14 and 15 of the printed Bill we recommend that the words “Two 
Hundred Thirty-seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars,’ be stricken out and 
the words “T’'wo Hundred Twelve Thousand Five Hundred Dollars,” be inserted 
in lieu thereof. 

In line 16 of the printed Bill we recommend that the words “One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars” be stricken out and the words “Ninety-five Thousand Doi- 
lars” be inserted in lieu thereof. 

In line 19 of the printed Bill we recommend that the Senate recede from this 
amendment. 

In lines 21 and 22 of the printed Bill we recommend that the House concur 
in the Senate amendment, which is as follows: 

“Amend lines 21 and 22 of the printed Bill by striking out the words “Kighty- 
two Thousand One Hundred and Fifty Dollars,” and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words “Ninety Thousand Dollars.” 

In line 56 of the printed Bill we recommend that the Senate recede from its 
amendment. 

In lines 58 and 59 of the printed Bill we recommend that the words “Two 
Hundred Thirty-seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars” be stricken out and the 
words “Two Hundred Twelve Thousand Five Hundred Dollars” be inserted in 
lieu thereof. 

In line 60 of the printed Bill we recommend that the words “One Hundred 
Thousand Dollars” be stricken out and the words “Ninety-five Thousand Dol? 
jars” be inserted in lieu thereof. 

In line 63 of the printed Bill we recommend that the Senate recede arp its 
amendment.

Day from the Committee appointed to conduct an investigation on the State 
Offices, Bureaus, Boards and Departments, reported as follows: 

“Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives Fourteenth 
Legislative Assembly: 

We, your Committee appointed by resolution of this House passed January 
18th, 1915, to act with a like committee from the Senate to conduct an investi- 
gation of all of the departments of State, beg leave to present the following re- 
port: 

m January 19, 1915, the Chairman of your House Committee, shortly be- 
fore 10 o’clock in the morning called upon Senator Dwight, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee, advisel him of our appointment and readiness to meet and 
begin work, and tendered him the use of the rooms set apart for the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations and suggested the hour of 10 o’clock in the morning of 
each day as a suitable time for meeting. He received the suggestion and advised 
your Chairman that he (Senator Dwight) would notify us of the time and place 
of meeting of the Committee. Later in the day Senator Dwight discussed in- 
formally with the Chairman of your Committee the advisability of employing 
attorneys to make the investigation, and stated that the Senate members were 
prepared to name an attorney, and that the House members, if they so desired 
might also select one, the two attorneys to make the investigation and report. 
This proposition was declined. 

On February 4th the House members were officially advised that a meeting 
of the Joint Committee woud be held on February 5th at 10 o'clock a. m. in a 
Senate Committee Room. All of the House members attended, but none of the 
Senate members appeared except Senator Dwight. He then proposed that the 
Committee hire an accountant to make the investigation and stated that the 
Senate members had at their disposal a man who could do the work and would 
do it at a reasonable price. Upon being requested to name the accountant, he 
named Mr. Percy L. Witmer, City Clerk of Helena, who filled the office of Clerk 
to the State Board of Examiners, when a majority of this Board were Republi- 
cans. Your Committee pointed out definitely that the resolution contemplated 
an investigation by the Joint Committee, and not by hired accountants. But he 
still insisted upon his proposition. We then withdrew and delivered to him the 
following communication : 

February 5th, 1915. 
Senator Dwight, Chairman Joint Investigating Committee. 

Dear Sir: Replying to the suggested program by the Senate Members of 
the Joint Investigating Committee on this date, the House Members beg leave to 
state their position. 

Both the House and the Senat», by their votes have declared their desire to 
have a non-partisan investigation made of the several Departments and Officers 
of the Executive Department of the State Government. To hire partisans to make 
for this Committee investigations or examinations is in our opinion against the 
spirit of the resolution. We offer to meet with you in Joint Session. and to per- 
mit the Committee to call before it any person or persons requested by any mem- 
ber of the Committee, and to permit such person or persons to be examined to 
any extent, upon any question affecting the Executive Department, or any of its 
Bureaus, the examination to be open to the public, and in the presence of such 
members of the Committee as may desire to attend. We further offer to sit at 
any time, and for such length of time as the Senate Members may decide, and 
to unite with the Senate Members in the employment of a stenographer or sten- 
ographers to take and report testimony of witnesses offered. 

Respectively. BK. C. DAY, Chairman. 

To which later in the day we received the following communication : 

February 5, 1915. 
Hon. E. C. Day, Hon. C, F. Morris. Hon. A. D. Macdonald ; 
Gentlemen: I beg to acknowledge your communication of even date in 
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regard to the employment of assistants for our Joint Investigating Committee. 
Have carefully noted your attitude in regard to the employment of any assistants 
other than stenographers and in reply will say that in our desire to accomplish 
what we believe to be good for the people of our State, we are wil-ing to concede 
the point to you and will proceed with the Joint Investigation along the lines as 
outlined by the House Members of this Committee. 

While we do not believe that it will be possible to make a thorough and 
careful investigation without assistants in the way of special examiners and 
accountants, still we believe that this matter is of sufficient public concern to 
warrant us in going ahead even under the adverse conditions: which you impose. 

We have therefore concluded to continue this investigation and will meet in 
Room Seven, in the Capitol Building on Monday, February Seventh, 10 a. m. 

Yours very truly, 
REUBEN DWIGHT, Chairman.’ 

Accordingly the members of your Committee again repaired to the place of 
meeting at the time fixed, and after some considerable delay, Senator Edwards 
appeared and later Senator Dwight. No explanation was offered as to the ab- 
sence of the other member of the Senate Committee. Senator Edwards announced 
that they were ready, and asked whom the House Members desired to eall. 
Your Chairman stated that inasmuch as the Committee had been appointed upon 
the initiative of the Senate, and upon its representation as to the need of the 
investigation, the Senate members should assume the burden of ca ling witnesses 
to substantiate their charges, the House Members reserving the right to cross- 
examine witnesses, and to call others in rebuttal. This the Senate members de- 
clined to accede to. Whereupon the Chairman of the House Committee moved 
that in view of the fact that no witnesses were present, the Committee adjourn 
to meet at the call of the Chairman, Senator Dwight. No such meeting has been 
called so far as the members of the House Committee are informed. and no joint 
session has been held, and no investigation conducted pursuant to the terms of 
the Resolution under which the members of your Committee were appointed. 

Under these circumstances, it would ordinarily be appropriate for your 
Committee to ask to be discharged without further comment. But, in violation 
of the usual parliamentary procsdure, the Senate members of the Joint Commit- 
tee, on February 14th, 1915, presented to the Senate a report, which is so gross y 
inaccurate, both with reference to the proceedings of the Joint Committe and 
the facts set forth as the result of the pretended investigation, that your Com- 
mittee feels that they would be showing an utter lack of appreciation of the honor 
conferred upon them by this House in selecting them to represent it, and would 
be approving by their silence in the promulgation of false repressntations re- 
garding the State Administration, did they not lay before this House some further 
comment upon this curious document, The report of the Senate Committee 
divides itself into three parts. First, reflections upon the action of the members 
of your Committee, which to quote the Senate report, “determined that there 
must be merit in the necessity of a probe of state officers and departments ;” 
Second, a curious collection and compilation of figures, which they say (again 
we quote) “disclose the extravagance of the present administration,” and, third. 
the recommendations based upon these figures. In addition to stating that your 
Committee ‘‘evinced an inclination and desire to thwart every endeavor made 
respecting such proposed investigation,’ and later “clearly evinced a disinclination 
to in any manner aid or assist in the probe of State affairs,” the Senate Com- 
mittee also makes the following remarkable statement: 

“Although the purpose of the Joint Committe» has been heralded in the press 
of this state and is a matter of daily discussion at the State Capitol and in the 
City of Helena, no officer or employe of the State has come forward to offer 
aid or assistance to the committe» or to justify the necessity of any particular 
office or the necessity of the continuance thereof, or of the expense incident thereto, 
save and except J. M. Kennedy, the Secretary of the Bureau of Publicity.” 

Touching the conduct of the members of your Committee. in addition to 
peading ignorance of how to EVINCE A DISITINCUINATION, we call your 
attention to the fact that we attended in a body every meting which the Com- 
mittee h-ld. and at all times declared our readiness to proceed. If such action 
on our part evinced. a disinclination to ergage in the work of the Committee 
what shall be said of the conduct of the members of the Senate Committee who 
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did not attend at all? With reference to the statement that no officer or em- 
ploye, save ane, attended with bared br ast to submit to the dread ordeal, we need 
on y call attention to the message of the Governor, read to the Senate on January 
18, and to the further fact that the Governor personally, as we are advised, told 
Senator Dwight that all of the officers stood ready to give all of the information 
within their possession. These officers were all here within this building, and 
within easy reach. In the face of these facts we submit that the members of 
your Committee were fully justified in refusing to aid in spending the State's 
money in hiring the former Attorney General to investigate his successor, or to 
pay a former Clerk to th: Board of Equalization to te'l how he did things. Hither 
of these gentlemen could have been called as a witness, and the members of your 
Committee anticipated with a great deal of pleasur* revelations which were 
denied, when the Senate members learned that the cross-examiner and the public 
reporter would lend willing hands. 

The statement that the figures submitted disclose the “extravagance of the 
present administration.” is equally without foundation. The figures are those 
found in the printed reports and are taken at random and set forth without 
reference to the purposes for which they were compiled. As they stand in the 
report they mean nothing, even assuming them to be true. Th: report states 
that the clerk compiling them has been paid for his services out of the private 
funds of the members of the S:nate Clommittee. A page, with a keen pair of 
shears, would have done as a pastime a more satisfactory job. Tedious and 
needless would be the task of refuting in detail the misstatements. Denial in 
detail should not be required when it is disclosed that the report exaggerates the 
annual expenditure for the maintenance of the State Government by over 
$2,000,000. The totals as given by the Senate Committee, besides inc’uding sey- 
eral hundred thousand dollars of transfers and investments which represent 
no receipt or payment of cash, include the receipts and disbursements of various 
trust funds which the State handles as agent or trustee under laws over which 
the State Administration has no control. Such instance, as the Land Grant 
Funds, which are held inviolate for the institutions for which the land grants 
were made. So too, the Stock Bounty Fund Stock Inspection and Detection 
Fund, Stock Indemnity Fund, and Sheep Inspection and Indemnity Fund are 
trust funds collected from the livestock interests of the State, and cxpended for 
the protection of the livestock industry by Boards composed ‘argely of the per- 
sons paying the tax. The State Estray Fund is collected by th> State as agent 
and trustee for the owners of the stock sold as estrays. The actual expenses of 
the State are shown only by the issuance of warrants by the Stat» Auditor. 
These warrants are only issued upon specific appropriations by the State Legis- 
lature, and as to the advisability of such appropriations the Legislature must 
share equally with the Executive in responsibility as to the question of e <trava- 
gance or otherwise. 


“GIVING THE CORRECT FIGURES.” 


The following figures are.carried in the Dwight report and labe'ed, “A com- 
parison of Receipt and Disbursements for the years 1911 to 1914, inclusive.”

With the exception of three departments which are supported by separate 
funds, all of the expenses of the State Government are paid from the General 
Fund. The fo lowing shows the comparative receipts and disbursements from the 
General Fund for the years 1911 to 1914, inclusive:

STATE CAPITOL MAINTENANCE FUND. 


An excellent example of the unreliability and unfairness of the figures sub- 
mitted by Senator Dwight and his colleagues is found in the statement con- 
e-rning the Capito] Building Maintenance Fund. All Montana knows that in 
the year 1915 the State Capitol is more than twice as large as the building that 
was maintained out of the appropriation for 1911 and 1912; the addition of the 
wings doubled the size of the building; naturally, it doubled the cost for light, 
fuel, water and equipment that is constantly requiring replacement. The appro- 
priation for the maintenance of the old building for two years was $50,000, and 
it required all of that money to keep the building in proper condition. The 
appropriation for the new building, doubled in size, was only increased $2,000, 
making a total of $52.000. Every thinking person must realize the necessity for 
a larger appropriation for the maintenance of the larger building. Two years 
ago there was submitted to the Legislature a deficiency appropriation of $8,000 
for the Capitol Building Maintenance Fund. This year the deficiency appro- 
priation submitted by the Board of Examiners amounts to only $13,000. In point 
of plain fact, the State Board of Examiners is carrying the present immense 
Capitol Building on a much more cconomical basis than the old building was 
maintained for. When the building was doubled in size, there was only an 
increase of three janitors to care for the added floor space. An additional 
engineer was required when the new building was put in service. Every one 
knows that a building of that magnitude necessarily has to undergo constant re- 
pairs and upkeep. The records show that several hundred dollars have been ex- 
pended out of the appropriation in this work of maintaining the new part of the 
Capitol Building. 


STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 


The statements submitted regarding the expenditures made by the general 
unfairness and unreliability made in reference to most of the other Departments 
of the State Government. The partisan report misrepresents the actual facts 
to the extent of $1,198.84. It charges the expenditure of that much more money 
than was actually expended, as shown by the State Treasurer’s books. There is 


absolutely no excuse in this instance for this misrepresentation. It was impos- 


sible for the so-called investigators to have innocently made this mistake. The 


figures are not involved. the bookkeeping is not complicated, and the real situa- 


tion could have been arrived at by any school child in Helena.

Without going into detai! concerning the cfficiency of the value of the work 
performed by the Highway Commission, we desire to record this statement: That 
a saving of more than $60,000.00 was effected to the tax payers of Montana 
during the life of th» present State Highway Commission, as the result of the 
Commissioner's actions in securing a reduction of from three to four cents per 
pound upon approximately two million pounds of steel products purchased by the 
tax payers of Montana, for the construction of culverts and bridges in this State. 

Further, in addition to paying out of the receipts the expenses incident to the 
conduct of the work of the commission, a sufficient saving was made to pur- 
chase eight spans of first class draft horses, harness and equipment, that are now 
employed in highway work for the State. 

Fifteen thousand copies of road maps for the use of the various counties of 
Montana, were prepared and published by the Commission. The best detail 
map of Montana that has ever been prepared has been completed by the Highway 
Commission, and is now being published. This map is absolutely indispensib'e in 
the present growing condition of Montana. It is the most pretentious, complete 
and s*rviceable publication of the kind ever undertaken by any authority in 
Montana. 


THE TAX COMMISSIONER. 


The utter unreliability and the gross unfairness of the report under discus- 
sion, finds convincing expression in the item relating to the Tax Commissioner’s 
expenditures. The partisan report submitted states that the expenditure for the 
Tax Commissioner’s office, salary not included, was $6,208.67. This is utterly 
false. The statement is not warranted by any set of figures on file in any office 
in the State House. Had the truth been sought, it could have been easi'y obtained 
by the so-called investigators. 

The cold facts are: The Tax Commissioner’s office expended $4,811.03 for 
the period quoted, and the Republican report submitted by th> gentlemen, misrepre- 
sents the facts to the extent of $1,397.67, and there is left unexpended at the 
present time to the credit of the Tax Commissioner’s Department $2,989.63. 


THE GAME AND FISH FUND. 


The Game and Fish Department is not only self-supporting, but in addition, 
it provides revenue which is used in the propagation of fish and game, especially 
for the re-stocking of streams with fish fry. The expenses of this department are 
exclusively borne by the men of Montana who enjoy hunting and fishing. During 
the year 1913 a total of $73,597.88 was collected in licenses, permits, fines and 
confiscation. The rec*ipts for 1914 which have been tabulated only up to No- 
vember 30th, show $62.869.40. Out of this revenue the salary of the Game Warden 
and twenty-two salaried deputies, together with an office force, is paid. In 
addition to this, the Fish and Game Fund has been drawn upon to build and 
maintain two fish hatcheries, and also to maintain a fish car, which, during the 
past year distributed a total of 14,534,755 fish fry, with the result that Mon- 
tana is rapidly becoming the Nation’s greatest resort for fishermen. 


THE STATE ENGINEER. 
A plain mis-statement of $1,348.41 is made with reference to the expenditure of 
the State Engineer’s office and Carey Land Act Board. The following shows the 
expenditures of this department for each of the past four years:

During 1911 there were no active operations. 
. . During 1912 activity in Carey Act Project construction began and with the 
vears 1913 and 1914. over $2,000,000.00 of construction was completed on the 
Valier Carey Project a’one, and the State Engineer was responsible to the Carey 
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Board for its cfficiency and safety, and necessarily had to supervise it. This 
means contingencies in expense. Take one example. In the spring of 1914, 
slides occurred on the rock fill dam in the Birch Creek canyon on the Valier 
project which was under construction. This is a $420,000.00 structure and the 
highest dam of this type in this country. The plans had to be changed. The 
State Hngineer refused to approve any plan for completion until a most thorough 
investigation was made as to the requirements to make it safe. If this dam 
failed, a wall of water 147 feet high would be released, jeopardizing not on'y the 
water supply of the Carey settlers, but the lives and property of the people living 
in the Birch C'rreek Valley below. 

Such things, taken with the supervision for the state of over $2,000,000.00 
worth of construction work, requires more expense than ordinary office routine, 
and the State Engineer has taken every precaution for safety. He has also en- 
larged on his work of securing records of the water resources of the State during 
1913 and 1914, in addition to his regular work. During the past year and a 
half, he has assembled at. the Capitol, all water filings and decrees since the 
first filing was made over fifty years ago, making approximately 49,000 filings 
and decrees on nearly 11,000 streams. This information is compiled according to 
streams, so that information regarding the filings on any stream can be had by 
referring to the files in his office, regardless of the county, or how many changes 
in county boundaries there have been made. It is truly a state record for public 
information, 

Inquiries are already being made by peop'e who have lost their papers, and 
others who do not know or cannot find the records, and in each case, the State 
Engineer has been able to give them the information sought, and to refer them to 
the county record giving book and page of the original record. The value of this 
work to the people is already proven. This also costs money to accomplish, but 
it is for public efficiency and should be enlarged upon still further for the in- 
formation of the people, and as a foundation for the conservation for the people 
of Montana’s water resources. 


PUBLIC PRINTING. 


Comment has been made on the increased cost of public printing. As a mat- 
ter of fact the total increase in the State’s printing for the years 1913 and 1914 
over the years 1911 and 1912 amounted to $28,869.56. A number of factors en- 


tered into this. The state printing is let by contract by the State Board of Ex- — 


aminers. This Board invited the printers of Montana to bid upon this work for 
the two year period. Bids were received, were subdivided into various classes, 
and in each instance, the Board let the contract to the lowest bidder, part of 
the work going to the State Publishing Company of Helena, and the remainder to 
the Independent Publishing Company—these two firms submitting the lowest 
bids on the classes of w ork awarded to them. 


In the discussion of this subject it should be borne in mind that the election 
printing ordered by the State in 191] and 1912 amounted to $5,739.50, while the 
election printing ordered for 1913 and 1914 amounted to $17,508.17—an increase of 
$11,768.67, or over 334% of the total increase in the State’s printing bill. This 
increase as is known by everybody in the State, was occasioned by the enforce- 
ment of the primary election law, the corrupt practice act and the initiative and 
referendum provisions of the constitution. 


Among other items of increased expense in the State’s printing bill is one 
for $758. 90, for printing necessary in the operation of the motor vehicle law, a 
law which returned to the state a total of $20,907.42 income in excess of the total 
expense of that department. 

The public service commission, which began operations in the year 1913 and 
which found it necessary to secure a complete new set of blanks and office sup- 
phes, occasioned a printing bill of $2,114.98. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction, who was required to reprint the 
recently codified school laws to the end that school trustees and other school 
officers might inform themselves of the provisions of the law covering their 
offices, occasioned a printing bill of $5,144.08. 
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Other items on the printing bill are as easy of explanation, and were con- 
tracted clearly in the interests of public service. 

The following statement shows the increase of the cost of printing for 1913 
and 1914 over 191] and 1912:

DEFICIENCY CLAIMS. 


The statement is made in the Dwight document that a total of $188,493.17 
has been submitted to the present session of the Legislature as deficiency claims. 
Vhese figures are inaccurate. The total deficiency claims submitted to the Legis- 
lature by the State Board of Examiners amount to but $175,442.05. Of these 
deficiency claims, a total of $85,000.00 is for the State Penitentiary, and $40,000.00 
is for the State Asylum for the Insane. These deficiencies were unavoidable by 
reason of the increased growth of these institutions, and also by reason of the 
necessity for the construction of additional buildings. New buildings and im- 
provements at the Penitentiary were made at a cost of $36,000.00, while improve- 
ments at the Insane Asylum amounted to $68,007.70. It will thus be seen that 
the total deficiency asked for the Insane Asylum is #28,007.70, less than the 
value of the permanent improvements constructed at that institution during the 
last biennial period. 


AGRICULTURE AND PUBLICITY. 

It is gratifying to learn from the report submitted by Senator Dwight and 
his colleagues that at least one department of the State Government was found 
to be conducted in an efficient and satisfactory manner. The Department of 
Agriculture and Publicity is credited with doing well a big and valuable work. 
That is about the only entirely frank and honest statement contained in the en- 
tire document. Yet the Department of Agriculture and Publicity, relatively, is 
rendering no more efficient service than are many of the other departments of 
the State Government, They are a!l doing good work. 


EXPENDITURES MUST INCREASE. 


With the rapid increase in the wealth and population of Montana, must inev- 
itably come increased public expenditures. Two and four years ago the appro- 
priations for the incidental expenses. of the Legislature amounted to $10,000.00. 
This year the Legislature appropriated $15,000.00 for the same purpose—an in- 
crease of fifty per cent. The Legislature is larger, naturally its expenditures for 
stamps, supplies and incidental expenses are larger. It will cost several thousand 
dollars more to pay the expenses of the Fourteenth Legis'ative Assembly than 
any previous Legislature ever required. Will Senator Dwight return to his con- 
stituents and tell them that the Governor or the State officers were responsible 
for those expenditures ” 


THE RATLROAD COMMISSION. 


Referring to the item relating to the cost and expense of the Railroad Com- 
mission, the statement submitted in the partisan report under discussion, admits 
a material decrease in the year 1914 over the cost in 1912, notwithstanding that 
the undisputed records of the Railroad Commissioners’ office show an increase of 
more than one hundred per cent in the work of the Commission in 1915 over 
1912. The Commission is doing more efficient work; doing it much more eco- 
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nomically, and doing more than twice as much as it did three years ago. That 
is the record. And that should be a sufficient answer. 


THE ELECTORS DID NOT DEMAND IT. 


In connection with the recent creation of new and additional offices, your 
Committee desires to call attention to the fact that these departments were cre- 
ated by the Thirteenth Legislative Assembly in redemption of platform pledges 
which had been made by the Democratic party, and which had been approved 
by the people at the general election of 1912. It was the belief of the Demo- 
cratic party that the activities of the state government should be increased to 
the end that Montana might be enabled to render to its citizens the same efficient 


service which other state governments provide. Despite the fact that there is © 


unquestionably some difference of opinion as to the wisdom of the creation of 
some of these departments, there is nothing to indicate that the people of the 
State of Montana have changed their minds or that they occupy a different 
position now than they did in 1912. Your Committee knows of no-member of 
this Legislature who was elected to this body upon a frank, specific pledge to 
labor for the abolition of any existing department of the state government; it 
does know that a number of legislative candidates who made such pledges failed 
to secure nomination or election. 


STATE LAND OFFICE. 


A mis-statement of facts, aggregating $12,170.44, is made in the item of one 
year’s cost and expense of the State Land office, a mistake which could not have 
been made, had any effort whatever been devoted towards ascertaining the actual 
cost and expense of this department of the state government. 

The Dwight report charges that the cost and expense of the State Land 
Office from December 1, 1912 to November 30, 1913, was $65,435.54. Of this total, 
$12,174.44 is covered by the item of refunds made to purchasers and lessees of 
state land, to whom.the actual acreage delivered was less than the actual acreage 
shown by the old government surveys. In other words, the State Land Office 
yearly collects from purchasers and lessees of state lands money in excess of 
which it is entitled, and as promptly returns these monies to the citizens who 
have purchased or leased state lands. That such an item should be charged as 
an administrative expense is too preposterous to justify serious consideration. 

In addition to this mis-statement, the sum of $11.827.87 was, in the same 
year, charged against the administrative expense of the State Land Office, when, 
as a matter of fact, this money was expended in the classification and transfer 
ot 191,000 acres of forest lands lying in sections 16 and 36 in townships in na- 
tional forests, to the end that the State’s forest holdings might be placed in a 
compact body, this exchange having had previous legislative authorization. 

As a matter of fact, the cost of administering the State Land Office from De- 
cember 1, 1912 to November 30, 1913, excluding refunds and excluding money ex- 
pended in the forestry exchange, amounted to $41,437.03. In the vear from 
December 1, 1913, to November 30, 1914, this expense was $46.478.75. During the 
same year the moneys received from interest and leases, which become the in- 
come expended for the support. of the common schools of the state, increased 
from $345,404.50 for the year ending November 30, 1912, to $419,096.00 for the 
‘year November 30, 1913, and. to $632,000.00 for the year ending November 30, 
1914. In other words, the per capita sum derived from this source and dis- 
_tributed to the school districts of the State amounted to $4.00 for the year end- 
‘ing November 4, 1912; $4.50 for, the year ending November 30, 1913 and $5.00 
for the year ending November 30, 1914. The increased expense for the year 
ending November 30, 1914, over the year ending November 30, 1913, amounting 
to about $5,000.00 was solely due to field: work, the State Land Department se- 
lecting 142,353 acres of a minimum value of $1,423,530.00 for the public land 


grants of this State. : 


STATE BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 


An annual appropriation of $5,000.00 has been made for’ the sstitinbent ex- 
pense of the State Board of Examiners. This appropriation embraced the sum 
of $10,000.00 for the years 1911 and 1912, and $10,000.00 for the years 1913 and 
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1914, and is purely an emergency account, the funds of which are designed to 
be used as may be deemed best by the Board in meeting expenses not otherwise 
provided for. Transfers are made from this account. to. the credit of any account 
that needs assistance to prevent a deficiency which otherwise would unavoidably 
occur. For instance, the Legislature made an: appropriation of $1,500.00 for the 
year 1911, and $1,500.00 for the year 1912, under the title, ‘State Board of Exam- 
iners’ Trav eling Expenses.’ This appropriation was overlooked for the years 1913 
and 1914, when the traveling expenses were partly met from the contingent ac- 
count. A portion of this account, amounting to $1,186.40, during the past bien- 
nial period was expended for wrappers and postage incidental to the carrying out 
of the measures submitted under the initiative and referendum clauses of the 
Constitution. In other words, this contingency account is merely an emergency 
fund “designed to meet unusual and unprov ided for expenses, and the expenditures 
from this account have been handled in the same conservative, economical way 
- as has marked the operation of other branches of the State Government. 

If the figures contained in the report are so unreliable as to form no basis 
for the contention that they support the charge of extravagance and misman- 
agement, it would be difficult to characterize the recommendations of the Sen- 
ate Committee. Instead of specifying any particulars in which extravagance 
could be lessened or efficiency increased, we find that the recommendations are 
of the most insignificant and inconsequential character. The first recommenda- 
tion is as follows: 

‘In conclusion your Committee hereby recommend the abolishment of. the 
present tax commission, the authority of which can only be duplicated in the 
same authority granted by law to the clerk of the Board of Eqqualization, and 
a completion of the formation of this department will add 123 employes to the 
present pay-roll.’ 

Every one who is familiar with the legislation knows that the 123 deputies 
referred to by the Senate Committee are the persons who were to be appointed 
county appraisers. The Executive Department has not attempted to put this ap- 
praisment plan into operation, and no one has come forward to propose its con- 
tinuance. All seem to agree upon the repeal of this feature of the tax commis-. 
sion law, although it might in fairness be submitted that a correct appraise- 
ment of the property of the State is the foundation of all tax legislation. The 
abolition of the office of tax commissoiner, about which so much has been said, 
results in the net saving to the state of $6,900.00 per year. 

The second recommendation is as follows: 

‘The abolishment of the present system in the employment of Deputy Sealers 
of Weights and Measures.’ 

Putting into effect this recommendation would not be a sav ing to the State 
because these deputies are paid by the counties. To carry this recommendation 
into effect would be to reduce the efficiency of the work of the Department, and 
play iato the hands of short-weight merchants and others who have felt the strong 
hand of this Department restraining them in their efforts to mulct the public. So 
apparent has been the effort of the short-weight merchants to weaken the De- 
partment, that this Legislature has declined to answer to their appeals. 

The third recommendation is as follows: 

‘The placing of the management of the Tuberculosis hospital under the direct 
charge of the officials of the hospital for the Insane.’ 

How the carrying into effect of this recommendation could decrease the ex: 
penditure of the State Government, or add to the efficiency of the management, 
is not disclosed by anything contained in the Senate report. All who are inter- 
ested in the care of the unfortunate, whether insane or tuberculosis, are united 
im the opinion that to effect this combination would be the refinement of cruelty. 

The fourth recommendation is the abolishment of the Parole Commissioner. 


Just why the Senate Committee is so impressed with destroying the useful- 
ness of reformatory legislation is not apparent. The work performed by the 
Parole Commissioner is purely humanitarian. It is his duty to assist persons 
who have submitted to the full penalty of the law, and been released from prison, 
to again become useful, self-sustaining and law-abiding members of society. The 
appropriations for his department the coming year amount to $4,300.00. He 
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has had under his supervision 175 persons during the past two years, and accord- 
ing to his printed report has secured permanent jobs for 150 of these. If he had 
been enabled to successfully restore to a position of usefulness only one-tenth of 
this number, he would have saved the state many times the amount of his ex- 
penditures, to say nothing of the work done from a humanitarian standpoint. 

The fifth recommendation is a reduction in the force of the Deputy Game 
Wardens. 

This department is self-supporting, and is maintained by a license upon 
those engaged in the pastime of fishing and hunting. In what manner the ex- 
penditures in this department can be charged up against the state administration 
under the complaint of extravagance is not explained by anything contained in 
the report. 

The sixth recommendation is that the four present existing departments now 
maintained for the protection of the livestock industry be combined into one ef- 
fective organization on an economical basis. These departments are all super- 
vised by Boards composed of persons engaged in the particular kind of business 
over which that department exercises supervision. They were created at the re- 
quest of the stock growers, and are supported largely by a levy upon the stock 
industry. No complaints have been presented from those engaged in the indus- 
try, and not a fact is set forth in the Senate Committee’s report justifying any 
recommendation with reference to this department whatsoever. If the Senate 
Committee had within its possession any information touching the management 
of these departments, it was clearly its duty to present such facts in the open 
before the Committee that they might be subject to examination by those inter- 
ested in these industries, 

The seventh recommendation recites as follows: 

‘We find under the present system of management three departments of 
state, each maintaining one Civil Engineer.’ 

It is the opinion of your committee that two may safely be dispensed with. 


Again, no facts are cited in support of this statement. The fact that the 
Senate Committee had of the actual conditions in the departments with which 
they charge extravagance and inefficiency. The duties of the State Engineer, 
the State Highway Commissioner and the Engineer of the Public Service Commis- 
sion are so unrelated to each other from the very nature of the departments that 
the mere suggestion that these duties could be performed by one and the same 
man, forces the conclusion that the Senate Committee spoke without reference 
to actual conditions. So unrelated is the work performed by these officers that 
the Senate Committee might with equal intelligence have recommended a Veter- 
inary Surgeon for Superintendent of the State Tuberculosis Sanitarium, or the 
teacher of music at the University as Inspector of Weights and Measures. 


In conclusion, your Committee regrets that the Senate Committee did not see 
fit to undertake to carry into effect the resolution providing for its creation, 
because we feel confident that the most careful investigation would have dis- 
closed nothing of a serious character. The charge of extravagance against the 
State administration is one that is always made by the party out of power. Du- 
plications of Bureaus and Departments are to be found in every state govern- 
ment. The public affairs are not administered along the lines of business af- 
fairs. !t is no reflection upon either party to make such statement because all 
are equally guilty, if guilt there be in such condition of affairs. There can be no 
question but what a careful investigation by competent persons who have the 
time and ability, of the laws governing the Executive Departments of the State 
of Montana, would result in useful recommendations. But legislators have as few 
qualifications to recommend them for the task as any other class of persons who 
may be designated. A comparison of the Jevy of taxes for state purposes in Mon- 
tana with those of neighboring states, clearly demonstrates that this State is 
suffering from no serious burden due to the expenses of the State Government. 


Under the Constitution, the state tax levy of Montana cannot be in excess 
of 244 mills, and the State Government has been run within this levy, notwith- 
standing the average valuation of property is less than 50%. Compared with 
this, the state tax levy of North Dakota is 4% mills, of Washington 8.81 mills, 
of Wyoming 2.47 mills, of Arizona 4.95 mills, and in both of these latter states, 
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property is assessed at its full cash value. Idaho, with an assessment of prop- 
erty at practically its full cash value, had a 2% mill state levy; Minnesota 3.03 
mills levy and Oregon 2.8 mills. 

In conclusion your Committee beg leave to submit these facts not as the 
report of a Committee which has investigated the Departments as directed by 
the Joint Resolution, but merely in reply to the report of the Senate Committee 
to the end that the people of the State might be advised as to the method pur- 
sued by the Senate Committee in preparing its report, and to show the useless- 
ness of the recommendation proposed by it.” On motion of Wells, the report 
was adopted as read. 

Mr. Speaker in the Chair.
